RIVALRY, CORRUPTION AMONG REBEL LEADERS REPORTED

[Text] The leaders of the counterrevolutionary bands not only play with the 
lives and property of our hard-working people in this country but these in 
Pakistan too: through means arranged for these self-surrendered individuals 
by their imperialist masters through an understanding with the Pakistani 
militarists, they have deprived those of our compatriots who were fooled or 
forced into abandoning their country of their safety and peace of mind and 
subjected them to anxiety and unfavorable psychological conditions. 


The leaders of the counterrevolutionary bands forc the duped escapees in 
Pakistan to undergo military training and then arm and send them into 
Afghanistan to carry out fratricide. A large number of the escapees who re- 
fuse to undertake such evil orders are forcibly transferred by armed hooli- 
gans from "bazaars, camps and hotels" to torture centers where many individu- 
als die under inhuman torture methods. 


Several times in the past the mass media of the DRA have disclosed the 
existence of illegal torture centers and prisons in Pakistan and the world 
press has also published reports on them. So far the Pakistani security au- 
thorities have dared to deny these truths, but the leaders of the counter- 
revolutionary bands themselves expose the hundreds of criminal acts of each 
other as well as the existence of torture centers and prisons when they fall 
out with each other over their plundering interests. Our compatriots are 
aware that some time ago that two leading members of a counterrevolutionary 
band by the names of Maulawi Mohammad Nabi Mohammadi and Maulawi Nasrollah 
got into a fight with each other over the division of the stipend they had 
received from their imperialist masters. Nasrollah produced authentic docu- 
ments proving Mohammad Nabi Mohammadi's embezzlement of $100,000 and his ties 
with Israel's Mossad, and had the document published in the press. Among 
these documents was a "special" publication entitled "Prison" published 

24 February 1982 which exposed the crimes of the band of Mohammad Nabi 
Mohammadi. 

Under the heading "Who Are the Organizers of the Prisons," the document re- 
counts how Mohammad Aref Setaneyzi, resident of Mohammad Agheh subdistrict of 
Lowgar and belonging to the Nasrollah band which had broken away from the 
Mohammad Nabi band, was kidnapped and taken to a prison located between the 











Totahiyeh area and Golbarg Sadr Bazar in Peshawar. According to the writer of 
this article, "the prison was designed by veteran police hands of the Zaher 
and Dawood regimes whose bodies stink of the illicit, bribery and theft." 


The writer of the article reveals that "This prison is run under the super- 
vision of Mohammad Nabi Mohammadi and has two frightening, dissimilar groups. 
One of them is a group of muscled athletes, the other a group of former re- 
tired and corrupt members of the police." The "pahlavan," or muscled men, 
are used as torturers in this setup. 


Until some time ago the writer of the article was himself a partner in the 
crimes of the torturers and an organizer of the abovementioned prisons, and 
he sent hundreds of duped escapees to the prisons. Now, after he himself 

has been thrown into jail and in his own words "none of the organizers showed 
an ethical reaction to what happened," in anger he came out against all the 
leaders of the mercenary bands and writes: What standing did these people 
have in Afghanistan? Is it not a fact that they turned revolutionaries in 
the capital of Teymur Shah, claiming to represent 99 percent of the people? 
They and their pro-Afghanistan breastbeating have resulted in a lack of a 
sense of responsibility before God and the Afghan people. These uncontrolled 
elements want once again to make deals over the blood of this nation, but I 
say without hesitation that you have been recognized for what you are; the 
Muslim people of Afghanistan have come to know your dirty and dark features 
and will never allow you to play with the fate of the nation again. The time 
for deals is past and there are no takers for what you offer. 


According to the writer, the abovementioned publication “is an expose of the 
soiled features of those who subject oppressed and innocent people to torture 
in its most agonizing form." 


In an interview with Mohammad Aref which appeared in the published document 
entitled "Prison," we read: 


Question: We understand you spent some time in a prison of one of the dis- 
credited leaders. Would you care to talk about it? 


Answer: I spent 2 months in the prison run by Mohammad Nabi, about whom and 
whose leadership I shall speak later. Now I would like to talk about my im- 
prisonment.... It was 2 a.m. when Nader Shah, a deputy of Mohammad Nabi 
Mohammadi's ecurity committee, had my room surrounded on his direct order and 
under his supervision, had me seized and taken to an unknown locality, where 
I was subjected to detention and torture. 


Question: How did your prison keepers treat you and how would you describe 
conditions in the prison in which you and other brothers were held? 


Answer: The attitude of the prison keepers, who consisted of special appointees 
of Mohammad Nabi Mohammadi, his son Ahmad Nabi and his cruel band, was very in- 
humane, a far cry from Islamic morality. Human kindness, Islamic spirit and 
human consideration had long ceased to exist. 








I would like to talk about Mohammad Nabi Mohammadi's character. He-is a per- 
son who does not carry out his promises, breaks them and does the opposite. 
While looking innocent, Mohammad Nabi has misused the property and belongings 
of Muslims even to a greater extent than Zaher and Dawood. 


Dear countrymen! We do not wish to comment on the contents of the above- 
mentioned publication because these counterrevolutionary leaders, pound 
sterling and dollar mercenary bands, know each other well. They are, as 
sellers of their homeland for money, partners in crime against our revolution- 
ary nation and the toiling Muslims of our country. They are witnesses to the 
selling of their country and themselves to imperialist masters.

TWO OFFICIALS DISCUSS POPULAR DEVELOPMENT

[Text] Chairman of Development Committee: "One hundred and 
fifty-nine firms have been established to create new employ- 
ment opportunities for young people; 50,000 feddans will be 
reclaimed annually, and security in food and clothing is 

to be realized." 

Minister of state for development: "There are six basic prob- 
lems hampering development from playing its full role." 


Economists agree that if planning and scientific methods were available, popular 
development would head the list of means by which economic problems can be 
confronted, particularly in the area of food security and particularly if we were 
to say that the government method, with the ordinances and laws that control it, 
cannot alone be an effective tool in confronting these problems. 


No matter how small, the efforts people make and the savings and investments 
individuals contribute can have an effect on the effort to implement the goals 
that are being sought: securing food, clothing and housing. Now that popular 
development in our country is over 1 year old, what has it achieved during that 
period, and what are the obstacles it is facing which are affecting its activi- 
ties? 


Engineer 'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman, chairman of the National Party's Popular Develop- 
ment Committee says that popular development means the firm dedication of all 
energies for the achievement of prosperity. Thus, popular development is not 
merely a slogan, but it is rather an accurate illustration of a demand that must 
be achieved in Egypt now. Popular development is not inconsistent with the 
efforts of government or of the public sector. It rather complements those 
efforts by ¢ ouraging individual initiative, mobilizing all energies and collec- 
ting all tne possible savings for the purpose of a comprehensive development 
whose aim is to provide food for every person, suitable housing for every family 
and new land for those who would cultivate it. 


Government alone cannot shoulder this tremendous burden: it is facing challenges 
from the concentrated population pressure on the narrow strip of land on the 














banks of the Nile. It is facing another challenge which is manifested in the fact 
that a large ratio of our food--over 3.6 billion dollars a year--is imported to 
meet the growing needs of citizens. The government is facing the challenge of 
ensuring the clothing people need in the aftermath of the evident decline in the 
preparation of craftsmen. The government is facing the challenge of creating 
productive employment opportunities for young people, whose role therein would be 
a far cry from their traditional rcle in government positions that do not satisfy 
their ambitions. And the government is also facing the challenge of the housing 
problem. Therefore, popular participation in the development effort is impera- 
tive, and that participation has assumed two forms: national banks for develop- 
ment and national companies in governorates. Engineer ‘'Uthman Ahmad 'Uthman adds 
that in 1 year popular development has been able to establish 159 firms from 
Alexandria to Aswan whose capital exceeded 600 million pounds and whose invest- 
ments exceeded the billion mark. Nevertheless, we still have four principal tasks 
that must be realized: we must restore the Egyptian village to its productive 
role; we must provide new employment opportunities for young people; we must 
appropriate 50,000 new feddans from the desert every year; and we also have the 
task of bringing together the savings of individuals to create a society of 
producers. 


The chairman of the Development Committee adds, "Popular development has two 
prongs: economic development and social development. The first one means raising 
the standard of incomes and providing equal access to services. The purpose of 
the second is to serve production and to [institute a tradition of] people 
serving people. Popular development is thus a continuing and a comprehensive 
process that is based on the principle of citizens cooperating with government to 
implement development projects in a positive way." 


About the difficulties that popular development is facing, Engineer 'Uthman Ahmad 
'Uthman says, "We are facing [several] problems: 


--"It is difficult to make the traditional cadres budge from their present 
position. This difficulty stems from old established notions that created in us 
what seems to be an adherence to ready-made molds, an aversion to change, a 
disaffection for risks and [a propensity] to hesitate. These appear to be real 
components of the Egyptian character, but this is not true. The Egyptian 
character has always established its ability to take conscious action at the 
suitable time. Old economic cadres also used to lack the atmosphere of confidence 
so they could put their capital to work in serving national interests. When this 
atmosphere was realized, these cadres began taking action and making con- 
tributions to construction projects. 


--"'It is necessary that successful projects be carried out in front of the masses 
to demonstrate that this is the proper road to pursue to bring about the success 
of the experiment in popular development. The participation of major institutions 
in these projects is an essential preliminary step toward the success of the 
idea, the philosophy and the objectives of development projects. The success of 
these projects would in itself become adequate incentive for small investors. 
This is a step that actually requires considerable efforts so that it can be made 
on a sound, economic basis. If old traces of the lack of confidence still linger, 
popular development must then make an effort so that the masses would take proper 
action to bring about the success of development."' 














What remains now is to ask tke [following] question: What has the Ministry of 
Popular Development achieved, and what are the obstacles it is facing? On this 
matter, Sa'd al-Shirbini, minister of popular development says, "The ministry has 
prepared charts on the efforts to secure food, clothing and other principal goods 
throughout the governorates of the republic. Charts on wheat, corn, poultry, eggs 
and red meat have been completed, and work is underway to complete the charts on 
the remaining goods. In the area of poultry, the ministry has helped increase egg 
production by 150 million eggs. It has increased poultry production by 2 million 
chickens. The ministry is reclaiming 20,000 feddans scattered among 5 gover- 
norates. Five villages in five governorates have also been selected for implemen- 
ting the productive village project at a cost of 1 million pounds. Greater Cairo 
is also being supplied with food on a regular basis; 5,000 tons of vegetables are 
sent into the city every day. Feasibility studies for about 15 to 20 projects are 
being completed, and the firms that will carry out these projects are being 
established. These firms will employ about 500 young men in the first year, as 
the number of food security outlets is increased to 460--this is an increase of 
125 outlets--and operations on infrastructure construction are carried out. These 
are limited to 60 million pounds for new projects." 


Minister Sa'd al-Shirbini says that the obstacles which the Ministry of Popular 
Development is facing in achieving its goals manifest themselves in [the follo- 
wing]: 


--"It is difficult to acquire land which the ministry needs to pursue its 
activities, now that land prices have risen as a result of speculations. This is 
what development companies are hoping to avoid. A solution to this difficulty 
requires new legislation. 


--''Foreign currency is not available; it is necessary to import live livestock, 
materials that are necessary for producing feed for the livestock and for 
poultry, refrigeration requirements and equipment for fish farms. 


--''The feed shortage and the difficulty of obtaining feed has forced breeders and 
farmers to refrain from raising cattle, and this produced a shortage in the 
production of meat and milk and forced prices up. 


--''Customs fees continue to be imposed on some production requirements that are 
essential for our food security projects. Exemption from customs fees is 
restricted to machinery and equipment for poultry, grain threshing machines, 
fruit sorting equipment and some requirements for the production of feed. There 
is no justification for such discrimination. 


--"Administrative obstacles are hampering many development companies. This 
results in preventing or impeding altogether the establishment of projects 
because a large set of measures [have to be carried out] and approvals have to be 
obtained from numerous agencies among which no coordination exists. 


--"Because they were established in accordance with the Arab and Foreign Capital 
Investment Law, food security firms are denied the advantage of subsidized 
prices. They obtain fuel, electricity and other essentials they need at world 
prices. For example, a ton of heavy oil is sold to the public sector for 70.5 
Egyptian pounds, but it is sold to the National Companies for Manufacturing Brick 











tor 120 pounds. Therefore, development companies should be charged in accordance 
with local prices. 


--"Development companies complain about the fact that they have to pay taxes on 
commercial profits, even after they complete incorporation measures, despite the 
fact that they are exempt by law from these taxes after they complete incor- 
poration measures." 


If popular development has set up about 159 firms in the areas of food security, 
housing, industry and other areas, what have these firms achieved in those areas? 
Mr '‘Abd-al-Halim Mansur, secretary of the Popular Development Committee says, 
"These firms have one common objective: they want to control prices and do away 
with middlemen who come between the producer and the consumer. They want to 
realize a non-exploitative margin of profit, and they want to reduce the prices 
of their products so that people on limited incomes can afford them. Ten firms 
that produce poultry and eggs have been formed; their present and target 
production amounts to 37 million pounds. These firms sell baby chicks for 280 
milliemes [per chick], whereas the price on the market is 450 milliemes. As a 
result, the number of private poultry farms rose from 2,700 to 5,000. Besides, 
there are six firms for the development of animal resources, and their objective 
is to improve the stock by importing cows that are highly productive. 


"(These firms sell their cattle] at a price that is close to that of Egyptian 
livestock. Nine firms have also been established for setting up fish farms and 
helping provide fish protein. A feed manufacturing company has been estahlished; 
its purpose is to produce 500,000 tons of feed. In addition, three firms for manu- 
facturing ready-to-wear clothing and securing adequate clothing have been set up. 
Their objective is to produce approximately 2.25 million pieces of high quality 
ready-to-wear clothing per year and to concentrate on cutting production costs to 
realize a great ratio of production that would be suitable to the capabilities of 
middle income people--university students and civil servants. A total of 15 firms 
have been established in the area of economic housing, brick factories and 
construction materials. They have 63 million pounds in capital. Four firms have 
been established; these are being managed by young people who have also invested 
their funds in these firms. These young people will become the nucleus of an 
experiment they must go through to achieve those hopes and aspirations which they 
could not have realized in government jobs. Thirteen firms for land reclamation, 
agricultural automation, plant nurseries and seeds have been established. Ten 
firms for producing dairy products, oils, processed meats, soft drinks and 
packaging vegetables and fruits have also been established. In addition, 19 firms 
are operating in the areas of distribution, marketing and packaging vegetables, 
fruits and all kinds of food for the purpose of reducing the burden borne by 
citizens by controlling the prices of food staples and breaking the monopoly that 
is imposed [on consumers] by producers, retail and wholesale merchants and middle- 
men.

NATIONAL MANAGEMENT INSTITUTE REORGANIZED

Institute for Administrative Development To Be Re-Established in al-Sadat 
Academy' "| 


[Text] Counselor 'Adil 'Abd-al-Baqi, minister of state for cabinet affairs and 
minister of administrative development announced that the National Institute for 
Administrative Development would be re-established in the al-Sadat Academy for 
Management Science. The institute will operate in the same manner and train 
management leaders in public sector companies and in the state. 


This statement was made in response to Arab discussions that took place at the 
18th conference of the graduates of the National Institute for Administrative 
Development. The statement was made in response to critical remarks and objec- 
tions that were made against the establishment of the al-Sadat Academy for 
Management Science. The fact that the academy was established on the ruins of the 
National Institute produced a sizable scientific vacuum in the training of 
management leaders in the places of production. 


The academy had been established by Presidential Decree No 27 for 1981 to replace 
the National Institute for Administrative Development. The academy started having 
conflicts with the association of businessmen and the Higher Council for Universi- 
ties after deciding to establish a college for management last year and admitting 
to that college a group of students who had finished secondary school. The 
association of businessmen thought that there was no need for the establishment 
of a new college of business since there were numerous [other] colleges of 
business. That college had also admitted students without the approval of the 
Supreme Council for the Universities. Officials at the academy, however, think 
that they pursued the proper course since there are numerous academies that do 
not come under the jurisdiction of the Supreme Council for the Universities.

REGULATIONS FOR MILITARY SCHOOL APPLICANTS CHANGED

[Article: "Military Colleges To Take Applications for Admission in August; This 
Year Students with Secondary School Diplomas Majoring in Literature To Be 
Admitted into Military Colleges"] 


[Text] The military college has decided for the first time to admit students who 
hold a secondary school diploma with a major in literature. An announcement will 
be made in August that applications to the military, naval, air force and air 
defense military colleges will be accepted. 


Staff Maj Gen Nabil Shukri, director of the Military College and director of the 
office which coordinates admissions to the military colleges stated that admit- 
ting secondary school graduates who majored in literature into the college was 
tantamount to an invitation to other military colleges to follow the lead of the 
Military College. He said, "This step is consistent with the change that the 
Military College introduced into its educational curricula by adding one year and 
making the course of study 4 years, at the end of which a student would earn a 
bachelor's degree in military science." 


The director of the college added that the People's Assembly had passed a bill 
granting students an allowance during the final year of their study at the 
Military College. [The amount] and categories of the allowance will be set by the 
minister of defense and war production. Previous classes, students who graduated 
before and by 1978, used to graduate after 3 years with the rank of lieutenant. 
It was therefore necessary to take into account the circumstances of students in 
their final year, after the course of study was prolonged to 4 years. 


Regarding the general conditions for admission at military colleges, Maj Gen 
Shukri said, "An applicant must have a minimum over-all grade average of 60 
percent. For graduates of foreign military secondary schools, the minimum over- 
all grade average is 57 percent. For students who are children of men employed in 
the armed forces, the minimum over-all grade average is 55 percent. A student who 
is applying for admission to the Air Defense College must have a grade average of 
70 percent in mathematics and physics; Students in exempt categories must have a 
grade average of 65 percent in these subjects.

MILITARY TECHNICAL SCHOOLS TO PRODUCE SKILLED CRAFTSMEN

[Article: "Technical Craftsmen To Graduate from Military Technical Schools"] 


[Text] The National Security and Education Committee of the People's Assembly 
approved a bill sponsored by Lt Gen 'Abd-al-Halim Abu Ghazalah, the minister of 
defense, establishing military, basic technical schools in the armed forces. 
These schools would provide. instruction in technical and military education. 


The preamble to the bill stated that the bill included the following: 


--Instruction at these schools would deal with basic education and would be 
undertaken by teachers of the Ministry of Education. Guided and military tech- 
nical instruction would be carried out by officers, engineers, technicians and 
remaining school officers. 


--The duration of instruction at these schools would be 3 years which students 
spend in residence. The duration of each [academic] year would be 40 weeks, not 
including holidays and official holidays. 


--Technical education at the school during the first year would cover all tech- 
nical subjects that are taught during the last 3 years at basic education schools. 


Guided technical training--both theoretical and practical--would take place 
during the second and third years before a student graduates and earns a basic, 
technical and military education diploma. 

--A graduate is given a technical craftsman degree. 

--Upon his appointment in a position, a graduate may receive all salaries, 


allowances and all other benefits, such as treatment and medical care at military 
hospitals.

DRINKING WATER SITUATION FOR MARSA MATRUH

[Article by Jabir al-Maj'awi: "Cost of Providing Drinking Water to Marsa Matruh 
Is 54 Million Pounds; New Water Desalination Condenser, New Pipeline" | 


[Text] Engineer Ibrahim Sa'd, deputy minister of reconstruction fur the north- 
west coast of Egypt stated that Engineer Hasaballah al-Kafrawi, minister of 
reconstruction and housing decided that construction of the coastal pipeline from 
kilometer 24 to kilometer 108 would end next year. This would be the first stage 
of the project, which is 74 kilometers long. A decision has also been made to 
complete this pipeline to Marsa Matruh. This decision was made after an agreement 
was reached to furnish the pipes that are necessary for the major project. Bids 
to complete construction of the pipeline at a cost of 54 million pounds will be 
solicited. Experts from Japan, from the Alexandria Water Utility and from the 
governorate of Marsa Matruh are participating in the research for this pipeline. 


Mr Fu'ad al-'Ashari, first deputy minister of housing and president of the Agency 
for the Reconstruction of the Northern Coast added, "The new pipeline will carry 
water to Marsa Matruh at a rate of 50,000 cubic meters per day. These quantities 
are sufficient for providing the governorate of Marsa Matruh with water for 
drinking and irrigation. In addition, a new condenser for desalinating sea water 
has recently arrived in Alexandria, and it is being transported to Marsa Matruh. 
The capacity of this condenser is 1,500 tons per day. This will be added to the 
production capacity of the old condenser. 


Governor Yusri al-Shami announced that the project to provide drinking water to 
Marsa Matruh includes reinforcing the existing pipeline so it could provide water 
to all the residential communities and all the new existing communities between 
West Alexandria and Marsa Matruh. This includes the coastal cities, the tourist 
areas, the new villages and the establishments of societies and professional 
associations and organizations. 


It also includes the areas of al-'Amiriyah, Bahij, Burj al-'Arab, al-Hamam, 
al-'Alamayn, Sidi ‘Abd-al-Rahman, al-Dab'ah and Ra's al-—Hikmah. 


Engineer Sa'd Kamil, secretary general of the governorate adds that the Council 
of Ministers and the armed forces are financing this project which will be 
furnished with pumping stations all along the road from al-Nubariyah Canal to 
Marsa Matruh. Strategic tanks will be set up for storing surplus water. An 
agreement has been reached with the Ministry of Reconstruction to set up a 
special device for treating ground water (semi-sweet water) and making it potable.

OFFICIAL'S APPOINTMENT REVOKED--The Administrative Court of the Council of State 
revoked the transfer of Geologist al-Shadhli Muhammad al-Shadhli, former 
president of the Nuclear Materials Authority. The court stated that the decision 
to transfer al-Shadhli was in violation of the law. The court stated that the 
decision was made in such a way as to make it a material act that was legally 
invalid. Engineer Muhammad Tahe Zaki, former minister of industry, had issued a 
decree in July last year appointing Dr al-Shadhli adviser to the Ministry of 
Industry. That decree was followed by another appointing Dr Mustafa al-'‘Ayyuti, 
vice president of the Public Authority for Oil president of the Nuclear Materials 
Authority to replace Dr al-Shadhli. After that the minister issued a decree 
regarding Ur al-Shadhli as heving resigned from his position as adviser to the 
Ministry of Industry. This forced Dr al-Shadhli to file suit in the adminis- 
trative court and to have the transfer decree revoked. That decree was in 
violation of the law, and it was characterized by arbitrariness and by an abuse 
of power.

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RAFSANJANI COMMENTS Ui iSSUES DEALING WITH IRAQ, LEBANON 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 30 Jun 82 p 14 


[Text] Following the desperate flight of the annihilated remnants of Saddam's 
army into Iraqi soil, and Saddam's renewed plotting against the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, the Supreme Defense Council met yesterday morning. Present 
at this meeting which was chaired by Hojjatoleslam Khamene'i, president, were 
Hojjatoleslam Haj Seyyed Ahmad Khomeyni, Hashemi Rafsanjani, speaker of the 
Majlis, the minister of foreign affairs, head of the armed forces joint 

chiefs of staff of the Islamic Republic of Iran, the commander of the army, 

the minister of defense, the chief of the Islamic Revolution Guards, guards 
representative, and chief of the War Propaganda Staff. The latest developments 
of the battlefronts were studied in the meeting. 


At the end of yesterday's Supreme Defense Council meeting, Hojjatoleslam 
va Al-Muslimin Hashemi Rafsanjani, the imam's representative on the Supreme 
Defense Council, gave an interview concerning the retreat of the aggressor 
Iraqi forces from a part of Islamic Iran's occupied land, and said: 


Reasons for Convening Meeting 


One of the reasons for convening the session of the Supreme Defense Council 
was to investigate this matter and get exact information from war officials. 
In general, it seems that Iraq is fleeing from our forces, yet Iraq has done 
nothing in this new movement as far as seeking peace or ending the war is 
concerned. 


Iraq felt that our forces had a plan for those Iraqis on Iranian soil, and 
experience had shown them that our movements lead to damage and annihilation 
of a great part of their forces. Particularly in the west, upon seeing our 
forces' movements, they took to flight in order to save themselves. They 
evacuated areas where they were vulnerable. Certainly the evacuation was 

not under ordinary circumstances, since they left a great deal of their 
equipment behind. Our forces which were pursuing them are now in Qasr-e 
Shirin collecting the ammunition and equipment that they left in order to 
clarify whether Iraq only carried out a tactical movement or fled. They have 
not left our soil. Instead they have transferred from zones which were 
vulnerable to more defensible areas. Right now heights in the west of our 
country in the border districts are in Iraqi control. For example, the Iraqis

are deployed on the strategic and important Zanil-Kush Heights. Perhaps they 
have only acted cautiously, but also to avoid more casualties and prisoners 
which the Iragi army now cannot bear. 


Reason for Iraq's Retreat 


The imam's representative on the Supreme Defense Council added: At this time, 
we maintain our previous status, and nothing new has occurred. Although the 
Iraqis have fled from points like the Hamid Base or places like Hovizeh, there 
are still similar places here [they have not left]. When they obtained 
intelligence that we intended to atack, they fled, and nothing new has 
occurred. They have acted only to move to a more fortified position. Even 
the first condition of our demands has not been met yet, meaning the 

unce ditional withdrawal of the aggressor Iraqi forces has not been fulfilled 
yet. This is because many of our country's heights, and even a small part in 
the south in Shalamcheh is under their control. Again, even if they leave our 
country as they said they would, and deploy on the pre-war borders, one of 

our conditions has been fulfilled. We are continuing a path we have chosen 

in order to obtain our other demands. Of course our usual approach is to 
carry out a movement, and display a master-stroke, and then give them a 
grace-period to think, to understand and surrender to the truth. If we see 
that they have not decided to surrender to the truth, we take the next step. 


Summons to Youth 


The imam's representative on the Supreme Defense Council said: Here I say 

to the dear nation of Iran that youths that have war experience should put 
themselves on the battlefield as quickly as possible so that we can end the 
war sooner, obtain our rights, leave the state of war, and bring our forces to 
bear on construction and creation domestically. These youths should not 
think that this is the month of Ramadan, and we will go after it is over. 

As it so happens, the best form of worship during Ramadan is jihad in the 
path of God. ‘They should not waste even a day's opportunity, and if they can 
they should go off to the front today. This is because the general world 
situation is such that our obtaining our rights as quickly as possible is 
advisable for us and the region. 


Propaganda Concerning Iraq's Tactical Retreat 


In response to a question as to what decisions were taken in the meeting about 
campaigning against imperialist and Zionist propaganda concerning the tactical 
evacuation of Iran's occupied territories, the imam's representative on the 
Supreme Defense Council said: 


I do not think they can make effective propaganda. First of all, Iraq still 
has sensitive heights under its occupation and it cannot leave them because 
those heights have important military value. I do not think the Iraqis will 
easily and willingly leave those places. Thus they have no propaganda in 
this area. Secondly, after we so heroically triumphed in Khorramshahr, the 
Iraqi evacuation of a city, town or village no longer has any value. If they 
had done this before the Beyt-al-Moqaddas operations and the liberation of

Khorramshahr, their propaganda could have been successful. Thirdly, now 
imagine they leave and really desire peace, which is not actually the case, 
what substantive answer can they give? It has been nearly two years that 
two countries have been at war, and they have inflicted all these casualties 
and damage, and they have polluted several other countries, they have wiped 
out Islamic countries" sources of wealth, and have left Israel's hand free 
for this recent crime and aggression against Lebanon. How can they answer 
for all of this? What propaganda can they make? 


He said: They must make reparations to us, we want nothing else. The persons 
who were the agents of this great crime must be investigated. This is 
something which those who must understand have understood. The West's 
propaganda has been so great tunat they have nothing more to add to their 
former words. They cannot get anywhere with this kind of theatrics. 


Alterations in Saddam's Ruling Clique 


Concerning the recent changes in the ruling clique of Saddam's regime, Hashemi 
Rafsanjani said: The general atmosphere shows that this is a movement 

similar to their military movement, meaning that they made changes in order 

to obscure the political environment, and to keep the minds of their people 
and observers somewhat confused. 


He added: It is clear that Saddam's regime, upon being glaringly defeated 
by our forces during almost two years, and having committed all these crimes 
against the people of Iraq and the region, must sacrifice several persons in 
order to blame them. This is where the change comes in. Really, we know 
the nature of the Ba'th Party, and that they have taken off the Ba'th Party 
seal and substituted another seal for it, while Saddam himself, who is the 
basic agent of executing U.S. orders in the region, has remained in power. 
This cannot be a change, since I know that the main faces of those running 
Iraq have remained, and the minor faces have no importance. Even if you 
imagine that the major faces are changed, we do not consider this sufficient. 
Even if Saddam himself were removed, this would not be enough in our view. 
This is because the Ba'th Party itself is responsible in our vi.w. Although 
the United States holds the basic responsibility, the Ba'th Party has been 
its servant. I think that in parallel with their movement on the front, 
evacuating two or three cities and moving to sensitive strategic points, 
they have carried out a movement in the political world. 


Israel's Proposal Concerning Lebanon 


In connection with the Zionist regime's attack on southern Lebanon, other 
countries’ interference, and Israel's proposal based on the disarming of 

the Palestinian and Lebanese warriors, Hojjatoleslam va Al-Muslimin Hashemi 
Rafsanjani said: The interpretation is clear. First of all, Israel, out of 
its aggressive nature, is continually scheming to find an opportunity to 
expand the land it has occupied. It has now done this. Now, as to whether 
it will return to its former borders or not, I imagine that it will not 
return, will not go back easily until there is serious, definite pressure 

on it. Secondly, they have wanted to create a puppet government in Lebanon 
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for some time, one that resembles the Israeli government. The government 
would be Arab in name, but the Israelis could always disrupt it. Although 
they have examples of this, it is easier in Lebanon, particularly since the 
Phalangists there are fertile ground, and there are also types like Sa'‘ad 
Haddad. Thirdly, the armed force the Palestinians had on the Israeli border 
was always considered a danger. The aim of the Israelis, the Westerners 

and their stooges in the region, and those who do not want a serious war 
with Israel, is to destroy the Palestinians as a military force, and convert 
them into a weak, landless, homeless political movement. If they succeed, 
it will be a big success for Israel and a big danger for the Islamic world. 
Fourthly, Syria's presence in Lebanon was very important. They were ready 
to pay a high price to destroy Syria's presence in Lebanon, and a suitable 
time presented itself, and now they are pursuing this action. I think they 
will put in a large force to reach this ain. 


Also they get closer to sensitive points in Syria via Lebanon, and Damascus 
becomes more vulnerable. We must consider this a very important danger. 
Beyond this, the most important issue is connected with Iran. When they saw 
that Iran's victory had changed many things in the region and the world, 

they wanted to create political conditions to tie Iran's hands, or to engage 
Iran on such a wide scale over there so that it could not do anything here, 
or to make Iran unable from the political standpoint to carry out military 
movement. God be praised, these aims were defeated, and they coild not reach 
this objective due to the imam's farsightedness and the clarity c* their aims. 
We understood quickly. However, the issue of Lebanon and Palestire is an 
important one. It is one of our basic issues. It is one of the goals of our 
Islamic revolution that that place is free. We have not been ignoring there. 
At the same time, we have not decreased anything on our own fronts. Although 
there was no road and we do not have resources, we immediately sent a force 
there. We thought this was a lesson we gave the Arab and Islamic worlds. 
Here is a country that las been at war for 20 months and presents itself on 
this critical front. We expected that through our presence, the remaining 
Islamic governments would regain their pride and come there too. If they 

had acted as we did, meaning that if other Islamic countries had sent the 
same force strength we did, and 10 Muslim countries had confronted Israel 

and the United States in action, the United States would have been in trouble. 
Then it would have been difficult for it to actualize its goals. We did our 
portion, and we sent the amount of force we could. The path was very difficult 
for us, but we solved this problem with great effort, and sent this amount. 

I think we were successful. Our status for the future is clear. On the first 
day that we arrived in Syria, Syrian officials, Hafiz Al-Assad, said your 
basic task is on the Iraqi borders, and until you have solved the problem 
there the problem here will not be solved. Libya told us the same thing, 

and the Supreme Defense Council came to the same conclusion in a meeting. 

The imam propounded the issue more explicitly than any of us. There was the 
danger that if the people's minds were drawn away from the war here to 
Lebanon, Saddam and the United States might gain an advantage. Praise God, 
this danger was eliminated, and I stress at this very moment that the first 
issue in our lives is the war with Iraq just as it was in the first days of 
the war. None of the mass media or news officials must permit this issue 

to be eclipsed by the other issue. We have forces as well as news facilities 
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there. Whenever the Arab world wants to begin a serious war, we will 
participate in the war. If some day necessity compels us, we will send more 
resources. But in any case, we must solve the problem of Saddam and the Ba'th 
Party, with which we can be in direct contact by land. 


France's Plan for Southern Lebanon 


Concerning France's plan for southern Lebanon, the U.S. veto, and Haig's 
resignation from the U.S. State Department, the president of the Majlis said: 
All of these are diabolical political movements, and there is no reality 
behind any of them. 


First of all, as for the Lebanese issue, it is very clear that decisions wer2 
made in Versailles and in France with NATO chiefs present. Now France comes 
along and says that the United States vetoedits plan. This is nonsense. 


I know that on this matter the policy of France, the United States, England, 
Germany and the rest of their companions is one. That session was not a 
serious one, nor was the proposal a serious one. 


The change of U.S. secretary of state is also theatrics. Perhaps it was to 
fool naive Arabs, but not sophisticated ones. This is because Haig and 
Schultz do not determine U.S. foreign policy. It was a foreign policy which 
at least in regards to Lebanon was sanctioned in Versailles. It is something 
which the Western world is behind, and the United States is behind it with 
all its power. The United States calculatingly entered the arena. If it 
sees serious resistance from the Arab and Islamic world, that is the day 

it changes its policy, which does not require changing the secretary of state. 


It must be punched in the mouth as Iran has done for it to change its policy. 


I do not think they are anything, and the world should not be fond of it. 
We should only be fond of our own strength and power.

(|Text] In order to achieve organized economic and social 
development, an understanding between the economic operators 
based on experience, resources, scientific views, and knowledge 
will play a determining role. 


In order to make such an understanding possible, the creation of 
councils among the economic operators is necessary. In order to 
Organize such councils, they must be institutionalized. 


National democratic governments, which desire serious, persistent 
continuation on the basis of scientific and technical 
achievements under the leadership of their progressive parties, 
are attempting to direct all the material and spiritual resources 
of the society to save the country from backwardness, to secure 
economic independence in th2 interest of the working strata and 
Classes of the society and the forces who have a share on this 
course, and to build a new society. This requires sound 
cooperation among all the elements involved in the economy of the 
society in order to prevent other obstacles to work and activity 
through a scientific and logical relationship and prevent the 
waste of the resources and productive forces and non-economic 
activities. These kinds of cooperation and relations are 
provided in a consultative organization. 


Through such a council and scientific and practical methods, we 
can search for an economic structure which conforms to economic 
and social conditions, determine a reasonable producticn method, 
and provide the maxinum safeguards against mistakes. The 
government, as the leadership element, will use various means 
including the stabilization of prices (minimum and maximum 
prices), indirect taxes, subsidies, and aid to achieve this goal 
and to prevent improper competition. 


To achieve the goals of the national and democratic revolution in 


supporting domestic investors, small producers, tradesmen, 
businessmen, and producers of handicraft industries, and for 
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soui1d economic progress and elevating the national productive 
forces, Our revolutionary government created the economic council 
in addition to making other decisions to achieve economic 
development. 


The aim of establishing this council is to better utilize the 
views and advice of experts, the progressive and democratic 
national forces, the owners of private enterprises, merchants and 
investors, and the owners of such things as transportation and 
trades to improve the general economic and social conditions of

Also, the economic council has been accepted as an economic and 
social organization in which the representatives of various 
related economic sectors and the private sector of the national 
economy participate. The establishment of the economic council

DETAILS OF DISCOVERY OF 'HYPOCRITES' SAFE-HOUSES IN KHUZESTAN 
Tehran JOMHURI-YE ESLAMI in Persian 12 Jul 82 p 10 


[Text] Ahvaz: ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY--Brother Vahab Sakhirani, 
Supervisor of the Central Committee of the Islamic Revolution in Khuzestan, 
in an exclusive interview with the ISLAMIC REPUBLIC NEWS AGENCY, gave infor- 
mation on details pertaining to Operation Ya Hoseyn in Ahvaz, which led to 
the capturing and killing of a great many 'Hypocrites' cadres and supports, 
the deaths of a vast and extensive network of them, the discovery of a den of 
corruption, and the obtaining of a large quantity of documents and evidence. 


With reference to details of the operation he said: In the first stage of 
Operation Ya Hoseyn, which began on 22 April and continued for 10 days, we 
were able, with the help of the ever-vigilant people of Ahvaz, to capture 42 
"Hypocrites' and to discover 25 safe-houses. In these corrupt houses large 
quantities of documents, the groups internal papers, security bulletins, 
explosives, cartridges, grenades, revolvers, RPG-8's, and tens of announce- 
ments and publications feil into the hands of the revolutionary guards of the 
Central Committee of the Islamic Revolution of Ahvaz. 


He added: In the second stage of the operation, which began on 19 May and is 
still continues, so far we have been able to deal fatal damaging blows to the 
body of the organization in Khuzestan and in the course of it many cadres and 
supporters of the 'Hypocrites' organization have been killed or wounded. 


In this stage also around 40 of the ‘Hypocrites’ safe-houses have been discov- 
ered and in these houses many of the group's internal documents, ammunition, 
several revolvers, tens of grenades several Kalishrikov rifles, pamphlets, 
posters, TNT, powerful time bombs, explosive fuses, gunpowder, and hundreds 

of varieties of cartridges have been obtained. 


The supervisor of the Central Committee of the Islamic Revolution in Khuzestan 
then referred to some of the ‘Hypocrites’ plots and said: The first calamity 
that the ‘Hypocrites’ were getting ready to visit upon this province was to 
stir up anxiety over operation Jerusalem by assassinating more than 40 of 

our brother pilots in the Air Force. They were preparing themselves for this 
operation and this matter shows the direct relationship between the ‘Hypocrites’ 
Organization and the Ba'th Party of Iraq for the purpose of thwarting the 
effects of the victory and opening of Khorramshahr. This matter is explained 
by the fact that the organization was plotting against the Islamic Republic 

of Iran within the country., 
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Concerning the plot to assassinate 40 pilots he criticized the role the 

press played in failing to publicize the events related to this plot to permit 
our martyr-fostering nation to perceive and be aware of the evil deeds of the 
"Hypocrites’, who are ready to commit such despicable acts, and he demanded 
that the details of this plot be printed in the press. 


He discussed the thwarting of the plan to assassinate the Friday Imam of 
Ahvaz, the Religious Magistrate of the Islamic Revolutionary Courts of 
Khuzestan, the governor general, a great many revolutionary Guard brothers 
of the Committee and Hezbollahis and also demolition plans: In the second 
stage of this operation about 110 ‘Hypocrites’ were killed or captured. Two 
revolutionary guard brothers of the Committee, named ‘Aziz Qanavatizadeh and 
Manuchehr Hushyari were elevated to the lofty status of martyrdom in clashes 
with the ‘Hypocrites’ and three others were wounded. 


Brother Sakhirabi then expressed appreciation for the striking activities of 
the brothers in the Prosecutor's office along with the revolutionary guard 
brothers of the committee in these operations and addressed a message at the 
conclusion of this talk to those who still remain in the 'Hyprocrites' organi- 
zation: Try to realize the truth. Are you really acting on behalf of 

Islam, or America? 


The Supervisor of the Central Islamic Revolutionary Committee of Khuzestan 
gave the names of a number of 'Hypocrites' who were captured in the first and 
second stages of Operation Ya Hoseyn: 


Mir Moradi, Sadiqeh Qeysari, Mehri Bozorgzadeh, Marziyeh Ghaffari, Mohammad 
Pashmforushi, ‘Ali Mohammad Pashmforushi, Jahanshah Dashtgoli, 'Abdolhamid 
Ansari, alias Reza, Omid ‘Ali Qorbani, with aliases Mehran, Nabi, Akbar, and 
"Ali, Rahim Banhani, Nader Rahmani, Mohsen Binandeh, Ne'matollah Ru'intan, 
Mohammad Hadi Shahrestani, alias Davud, Mohammad Siyahi Arslan Sheykhani, with 
aliases Ahmad, ‘Abbas, Farhad, Akbar, and Isma'il 'Abdolkarim Seylavi ‘Arab, 
Sudabeh Ya'qubi Nezhad, alias Sadiqeh Tahereh, wife of the condemned Hypocrite 
"Ali Reza Goharian, who was an official of the women students’ teams, an 
official of the political and financial departments, and a central member of 
the organization in Khuzestan, Gohartaj Se'adat, alias Fatemeh, Frank A‘zan, 
Azar, Mohammad Ateshjameh, alias Taher, Fariba Bata'i, with aliases Akram and 
"Esmat, and Parichehr ‘Asareh, with aliases Farideh and Ashraf Taqva'i, wife 
of the condemned Hypocrite Mohammad Taqi 'Erfaniyan. 


The crimes of some of the above, Jahanshah Dashtgoli, 'Abdolhamid Ansari, 
Omid'ali Qorbani, Ne'matollah Ru'intan, and Mohammad Siyahi must be mentioned 
since their crimes are heavier and bigger than those of the others. 


Jahanshah Dashtgoli participated in 17 operations, including setting fire to a 
bus belonging to the revolutionary guard brothers with a Molotov cocktail, 

and identifying brother Bizhanzadeh on Emam Street and throwing a grenade at 
him, which did no damage. 


Also mentionable is the identification of the Sahra Committee in Padad and the 
identification of the New Site Hospital due to the entering and leaving of 
revolutionary guard brothers. 
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Abdolhamid Ansari: Throwing a grenade at Bizhanzadeh's store, and planting 
an explosive telephone in one of the religious brothers' houses in the oil 
company convoy which resulted in the loss of one of his limbs. 


Omid'ali Qorbani took part in 16 operations, among them setting fire to the 
Resalat Book Store in Ahvaz, throwing a Molotov coctail at the Sa'di Elementary 
School, martyring a brother of the Lashgaragad Mobilization of Nehzatabad 

named Kazem Hovizavi, and stealing ammunition from the house of one of the 
brother officials. Ne'matollah Ru'intan planned an attack on the home of the 
revolutionary guard commander of Mehshahr, and planned the assassination of 40 
Air Force personnel by bombing their billets, which was to have been done 

on 2 May 1982. 


Mohammad Siyahi, .lias Saleh, known as Jondollah, responsible for operations 
teams and collecting provisions and supplies, has taken weapons and ammunition 
intended for the defense of the Islamic Republic away from the front and used 
them against the people.

[Text] A letter written to one of our friends.... I hope you are in good 
health. It has been a while since I have heard from you: I do not know if 
you have any news of what is befalling us in this hell? I have expressed my 
friendship two or three times, but you have not favored it with an answer. 
Perhaps you are so confident of the heaven which you built for us that you 

do not deem it permissible that our eyes and ears should have a moment's 
peace from saying prayers and "God is great," and see or hear anything else. 
I beg forgiveness in advance for whatever I write since my heart is so full 
that I cannot stop my tongue. We have become so wretched that we do not have 
the courage to breathe. I do not know where a court or a trial is. Where 

is the Human Rights Organization? Where are all those sympathetic, patriotic 
groups who were so very wise and who all at once shouted that Iranians were 
burning in the fire of misfortune, and who were so active in rescuing us from 
the talons of the shah, traitor, U.S. servant, thief? At that time people 
were without fear, they were comfortable and had full stomachs. Nor did 
SAVAK approach the barbarity of SAVAMA. Nor in a period of 25 years were as 
many murdered as in 1 week under this group. Was this the freedom you wanted 
for us? Meaning that the educated intellectuals wanted to throw us into the 
laps of a group with no understanding, murderers and parvenu thieves? Now 
since their blood is redder than ours they have had to go off to their lush 
Summer resorts to work for our freedom, so that all of us can convert at once 
to true Islam, democracy, prosperity and liberating communism. Just as they 
brought women's kerchiefs, Islamic mutterings and theological schools, and 
put out the red carpet for the imam and his disciples, their Marxists, due 

to the generosity of these gentlemen, have effortlessly moved into the public 
treasury and the people's storerooms. Do not trouble yourself, they have up- 
rooted the tree whose name was Iran. Believe me, the country has turned into 
a graveyard, and all the people have become like statues with no speech or 
will. The sound of the Koran-readers and religious meetings is loud from all 
the loudspeakers. Even at night, if you want to take a stroll or rest for a 
little while, the sound fromthose ear-splitting loudspeakers is so high that it 
drives a person even more helpless and crazy back to a corner of his dark, 
fear-stricken home. The sound of laughter or music is not heard from any 
home. We do not have the authority to do anything, not even the authority 

to wear what clothes we want, to associate with whom we want or to raise our 
children as we want. These days we do not even dare to go to the corner of 
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the street or stand in line to buy something wearing long clothes and kerchief 
because they no longer accept the veil as stated in Dr ‘Ali Shari'ati's school 
of religious law. This school of religious law has made them understand that 
women can be pushed from wearing a kerchief to wearing a chador, and be made 
into scarecrows. My brother's 8-year old daughter came home crying and sob- 
bing, asking her mother to make a black chador for her in such a way that not 
even one of her hair should remain outside it. This is because her woman 
teacher had said that if one hair of head should be outside, on Judgment Day 
they would hang her up by that same hair in the middle of the fires of Hell, 
and the flames would lick over her head, and snakes would wrap themselves 
around her head and neck. This is that progressive school of religious law, 
the knowledge and freedom that the demonstrations, proclamations and com- 
plaints of the European--educated intellectuals created for us. Of course in 
addition to the ruination of the country, hunger, perpetual terror and mourn- 
ing in every home. Can you call such a life, life? 


Until last year there was a separate swimming pool for women, and sometimes 
one went swimming for an hour to escape from misfortune. This year they de- 
prived women of permission to register for swimming. Wish they would set 
aside a special city for women which would be separate from the city for men. 
At least a woman's hair would not be a provocation to men nor true, funda- 
mentalist Islam's hanging-rope on Judgment Day. In this case, due to a lack 
of contact, we could at least breathe easier, and youths would not write on 
walls: Sister, cover your face, don't make us sinners, protect your chastity 
so that you will not be near disgraced Fatemeh Zohra [in Hell]. What can I 
say about this sinister nightmare which has fallen upon each one of us unfor- 
tunates like a millstone around the neck? How can I say how horrifying and 
terrifying it is? Believe me, if in the street we meet a male friend or a 
family member, and based on past habit shake hands, we are immediately sum 
moned to the Komiteh. After suffering insults, indecencies and being spit 
upon by the Revolution Guards and Komiteh underlings, we must pledge not to 
repeat this conduct and if we do so, it is prison and torture. If a woman is 
seen without a hijab, and these days long clothes and a kerchief are consid- 
ered not to be the hijab, she must go for three consecutive days to Behesht- 
Zahra cemetary, and wash the bodies of the martyrs in the mortuary with the 
body-washing sisters. They must collect the separated parts of the bodies 
and patch them onto the broken and flattened bodies. For if on the Day of 
Judgment a dead man is present without one of his body's parts, the responsi- 
bility, consequences and torment lie with the body-washer. Even worse, we 
have learned that often these body-washer aides never return to their homes 
from Behesht-Zahra cemetary, and are lost without a trace. We also know of 
two instances where a 22-year old girl and a 40 or 50-year old woman went 
crazy; this is Islamic justice. Now what can I tell of the shuffling of the 
"arrogant" and the "oppressed," which is unbelievable? Each lousy cleric 
living off of alms has at least two or three first-class automobiles at his 
disposal, several guards for his house, furniture, money and several young 
women. Do not ask any more, it is beyond words. The villainy of the clerics 
is not human. Perhaps even the lowest and fiercest animal cannot be compared 
with these creatures who resemble men but are the instruments of their murder. 
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Before we were angry because there was a picture of the shah in every institu- 
tion, office and home, or a picture of queen Farah or the prince-regent. You 
should see today. Now for every picture before there are a hundred pictures 
of the imam and all the clerics, souvenirs of the revolution on every thorough- 
fare, on every sidewalk. It is our substitute for the theater, cinema, muse- 
ums and any other art form. There is a picture of Khomeyni on every store- 
front and shopwindow, sometimes with a turban, sometimes with a skull-cap, 
sometimes ascending the iadder to heaven, sometimes imitating the Pope, with 
hand in the air, and sometimes resembling Hitler, with outstretched arm and 
crooked hand. If a store or office has two or three doors, several pictures 
of varying poses are pasted on each one. Little by little the situation will 
come to portraits and statues of the imam. It is sufficient for a shameless 
rogue like Fakhreddin Hejazi, for self-ingratiating reasons, or like vulgar 
Ghafari, to stand in front of the picture and praise it. But no, all passers- 
by and shopkeepers must drop whatever they are doing and get busy sending 
greetings too. Woe to him who does not say these words. Upon leaving the 
house, you encounter in every street sentences written on walls in thick, 
blood-red letters which make a person tremble, for example, "If your child 

is against the imam and the revolution, turn him over, and you will have a 
place in heaven with the angels," "Spilling non-Muslims' and counterrevolu- 
tionaries' blood is more lawful than drinking mother's milk," or "A woman 
without the hijab is a prostitute whose repentence will never be accepted." 

A more important matter, which is the issue of the day, is that of the hijab, 
despite the fact that everyone is wearing kerchiefs on their heads, even the 
Armenians. But again, on all the walls, sidewalks and house doors is written 
in the same rough blood-red letters "Death to those without hijabs." Our 
daughters, like our mothers and grandmothers must wear the hijab, and if you 
are without a hijab during Ramadan, you will be executed. Teenagers, instead 
of mountain-climbing, walks, or going to camps and sports events, have learn- 
ed to go in front of Iraqi tanks and sabotage them. It is not known how mary 
of these children in the bloom of youth are crushed by tanks daily. You can- 
not imagine what a terrifying atmosphere has gripped us. No motion, inclina- 
tion, impression or sight of humanity, or vestige of knowledge and perfection 
remains in this land. The education of our youths is reading the Koran and 
learning the superstitions from the Arab's era of ignorance [pre-Koranic]. 





One of my friends was holding her 3-year old son by the side of the street 

so he could urinate. A cleric came up to object, saying "why don't you rear 
your child according to Islam, why must passers-by see his privates and be- 
come sinners because of your ignorance?" The woman lost her temper over this 
absurdity, and after being cursed out by the cleric, the affair went to the 
Komiteh. The woman's husband was summoned. After paying a fine, they were 
both kicked out of the Komiteh to the street. My unfortunate friend has been 
sick for 3 weeks and the poor child has not calmed down from that terrifying 
experience. Terror has settled everywhere. Two powers rule the country, the 
Islamic Republican Party which has been connected to hell by a [wasp's] sting. 
This merciful devil in whose place a criminal is sitting, and the Tudeh Party 
which is run by the son of the devil, the legitimate son of Shaykh Fazlollah 
Nuri. Iran, gripped by the inadequacy of the clerics and run by the Russians 
policy, has slowly changed into something which resembles anything but Iran. 
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Hope for us is only a black spot which we do not believe in nor move towards. 
Misfortune is such that hunger, high prices, shortage of foodstuffs and the 
non-existence of fundamental necessities has reached the fourth and fifth 
degree. The fantasy of seeing the face of repose and rest does not occur to 
anyone because such a catastrophe had not so far befallen this land. Genghiz 
Khan, Timurlane, Hulagu must throw in the towel compared with the merciless- 
ness and destruction of the imam, and will go before the God of avenging 
tyrants as innocent men. I know that reading this letter will upset you very 
much, and I beg your forgiveness. I only beseech you to send this message 
on to all those persons who were guardians of the Iranian nation, and whose 
half-baked imaginings, bereft of any knowledge of the country, and the life 
and desires of the people, blackened the days of the country and its people, 
and turned Iran all at once into a cemetary, to those who still bewail the 
country's ills judged by their own criteria. Tell them, "We repent of turn- 
ing into gold, favor us by making us copper." Forgive us for my spoken and 
unspoken pains.

CONTROVERSIES, TRENDS IN 'GOD'S PARTY' INTERPRETED

[Text] Iranian politics have become obscured since the last party allowed, the 
Islamic Revolutionary Party (IRP), has practically ceased to exist. The IRP has 
never really recovered from the major bomb attack against its headquarters on 28 
June by the Mujahedin, which took the lives of the founder of the party, Ayatollah 
Beheeshti, four ministers and 27 delegates. The rulers of the Iranian state have 
used this event to declare all parties less Islamic and in reality to allow only 
one "party," "God's party." All Iranians who are good Moslems are supposed to be 
members. 


Who Is ‘The Imam?' 


Naturally there are differences of opinion and personal contrasts as well as like- 
minded people grouped together for mutual support and to strive for particular goals 
within "God's party." But as far as possible, attempts are made to conceal these 
differences and to present a united appearance--which is not different to the extent 
that the clergy in the leading party control all the information media and exercise 
Strict watch that not a single word about internal rivalries or disagreements is 
published. The war against Iraq is also a reason to present a strictly unified 
front to the outside. 


Nevertheless, Tehran is full of oral reports of supposed struggles for power. 
Foreign observers often try to distinguish "extremists" from "moderates" among 
those in power. This mostly leads them to contradictory results. The Iranians 
talk mainly about the group of “hujati," whom they contrast with the dedicated 
followers of Khomeyni. Iranians say that both parties are extremist, but in diff- 
erent senses. The huiati are a religious group of strictly orthodox clerics and 
their sympathizers, which already existed under the Shah. They are considered to 
be Islamic zealots. They had already given evidence of their fanaticism under the 
Shah by persecuting the Bahai, whom the Moslems of Iran consider to be defectors, 
and they are now said to be behaving particularly violently toward the "Bahai World 
Faith" (as it calls itself), which is being horribly persecuted by the Khomeyni 
regime. The hujati are Islamic fundamentalists as much as Khomeyni; just as he does, 
they want divine law to rule exclusively in Iran and in all other Islamic states. 


But they are not in agreement with the tenc sncy of Khomeyni's supporters to call 
the Ayatollah "the imam." They consider this heretical. Since the word "imam" 
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has several meanings, with which Khomeyni's followers are deliberately playing, it 
is very difficult to prove heterodoxy. "Imam" can mean simply leader of a community 
and precenter; this term can be applied to Khomeyni as the leader and precenter of 
all Iranians, and it is unusual in this sense but not really open to challenge. But 
"imam," and particularly "the imam," really refers to Muhammad al-Qaim al-Mahdi, 

the 12th imam of the Shi'ites, who, according to Shi'ite doctrine, is living in 
hiding and will reappear at the end of time in Meshed. The 12th and last imam of 
the Shi'ites in the line of the prophet's descendants through his daughter and Ali 
"disappeared" in 879, and the Shi'ites have been awaiting his return since then. 
According to him, in the belief of the so-called Twelver-Shi'ites, there can be no 
completely legitimate leader (imam) of Moslems on earth, but only representatives, 
until he returns. A strict adherent of this doctrine can take offense if Khomeyni 
is today revered as "the imam," even if it is not entirely clear what is meant by 
the title. The hujati make a practice of shouting, "Come, imam!" (by which they 
mean the true, 12th imam), whenever Khomeyni is described and praised as "imam" in 
public. 


There are unanimous reports concerning the hujati that they have significant influ- 
ence in parliament. About 50 deiegates are said to belong to their group. They are 
a minority, but they are also the only group showing any coordination. According to 
hearsay, some ministers are also members, and others are said to be sympathizers. 
The Minister of Information and the Minister of Foreign Trade are named as full 
members; Minister of Foreign Affairs Velayati and President Khamenei are said to be 
among the sympathizers. 


Antirevolutionary Trend 


The hujati are considered to be primarily conservative in their political opinions. 
They are violent opponents of the communists inside and outside the country; in the 
ministries that they influence, members of the Tudeh party (that is, the Iranian 
Communist Party) are said to have lost all their positions. It is supposedly attri- 
butable to their influence that the Tudeh party can no longer legally sell its daily 
newspaper MARDOM, although the party always describes itself as an adherent of 
Khomeyni and supports his policies. The hujati are Islamic activists, but not Islan- 
ic revolutionaries. Just as they skeptically oppose the title "imam," they also 
regard attempts to spread the "Islamic Revolution" across the whole Islamic world 
with distrust. Their tendency is rather to solidify the rule of the clerics over 
Iran by attacking domestic economic problems. The link between Islam and social 
revolution, which is noticeable in Khomeyni and which serves him in part as an 
instrument for propagating his rule, is suspect in their eyes when seen from the 
point of view of Islamic doctrine. Their delegates stubbornly opposed the attempts 
to pass new distribution of land and to nationalize foreign trade, because, in their 
opinion, Islam guarantees private property. When the two measures were still appro- 
ved, following discussions in parliament and appeals to Khomeyni, they quietly made 
Sure that they had an inconsequential practical effect. 


The Islamic revolutionaries oppose the hujati. They act absolutely in the name of 
"the imam." They want to carry out the "Islamic Revolution" domestically in such a 
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way that the "mustafazin" (the socially weak), about whom. Khomeyni likes to talk 
and from whose ranks they recruit their armed groups, are given special consider- 
ation. They see some degree of cooperation with the Soviet Union as a means to an 
end. They would like to obtain support in the areas of internal security, acqui- 
sition of arms and imports of foodstuffs from the Soviets and their satellite states, 
because they are thereby hoping to come closer to their revolutionary and expansion- 
ist goals. The hujati, on the other hand, are seeking increasingly to employ Iran- 
ian technocrats again, even if they are marked with the “stain" of a Western edu- 
cation and being a member of a formerly rich and powerful family. One can say that 
the Islamic revolutionaries prefer to trust the communists and the Tudeh people, 
while the hujati regard the technocrats of the old school as the lesser evil. 


The War Against Iraq 


The Islamic revolutionaries are the proponents of an "Islamic" war against Iraq 

and later perhaps against the Gulf oil states. Parliamentary President Rafsanjani 
is their most important leader, and Prime Minister Musawi is closely allied with 
them. Rafsanjani must be considered one of the most influential political leaders 
in Iran today. His power is based on the fact that he not only leads parliament, 
but also sits as Khomeyni's representative in the highest war committee, of which 
the most important ministers and the army commanders are members. The decision to 
carry the war into Iraq, which was made definitely only at the end of June or the 
beginning of July, can be regarded as a victory by the Islamic revolutionaries over 
the hujati. Since the end of May, Rafsanjani had always spoken in public of the 
need to continue the war beyond the border, using the argument that it was necess- 
ary if Iranian war objectives (reparations, the punishment of Saddam Hussein, the 
return of Shi'ites expelled from Iraq) were to be achieved. Khomeyni himself 
agreed with him in public only shortly before the offensive towards Basra (13 June). 
In the spring he had declared that the Iranians would not advance across the border. 


The hujati and their friends concede that they are presently the weaker party in 
terms of power. The Islamic revolutionaries have the weapons of the revolutionary 
guards at their disposal. The "Moslem" fighters are by nature their followers. 

If decisions are at stake, the revolutionaries can also almost always count on 
Khomeyni's help. His ideals of a vast Moslem revolutionary empire are in accord- 
ance with theirs. But the hujati believe that gradually the Utopian streak in the 
revolutionaries’ policy will become clear--for example, if the war does not continue 
to go successfully--and that the necessity of rebuilding a fairly productive eco- 
nomic system in Iran should become more apparent. 


Oil Exports 


When the monetary situation became so bad in April of this year that imports of 
foodstuffs and weapons appeared to be threatened, the hujati, against the will of 
the revolutionaries, were able to conduct oil sales at reduced "spot" prices. The 
revolutionaries wanted to keep prices up, regardless of the cost. The action of 
the hujati has enabled Iran to increase its oil production to more than 2 million 
barrels per day and to market it, but at prices that are below official CPEC 
prices. The currency situation has since improved and supplies of the most essent- 
ial goods have been ensured. 
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NRMI CALLS FOR ‘INTENSIFIED STRUGGLE’ AGAINST KHOMEYNI REGIME

[Text] The advance and victory of the Iranian army and its deployment on the 
southwestern borders of our dear land of Iran and the manifestation of nation- 
al pride and emotions has brought about misuse, assertion of power and inten- 
sified harshness in foreign and domestic matters on the part of Khomeyni and 
his gang.

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MOBILIZATION OF VOLUNTEERS FOR FRONT-LINE DUTY DESCRIBED

[Text] The Islamic Republic of Iran is still at war with the hand-picked 
Iraqi regime's aggressors. Accordingly, the Muslim people of our country 

must have complete mental and military preparedness to continue the war. Even 
now despite the Iraqi regime's claims of having withdrawn, the residential 
area of our border cities have been attacked on a daily basis by the aggressor 
enemy's artillery and a number of our compatriots have been martyred. 


Following Iraq's new plot and its claims of having withdrawn, the officials 

of our country have characterized the withdrawal as a tactical one and a 

means of reinforcing and refurbishing the defeated Ba'thist forces. For this 
reason it is being stressed by officials these days that volunteers and people 
who have had military training must declare their readiness and enlist to 

be sent to the front. 


In this report the reasons for Iraq's apparent withdrawal and ways of sending 
volunteer forces to the imposed war fronts and mobilizing forces and enlisting 
volunteers have been studied and several officials were also interviewed 
concerning this. 


The aggressor enemy, after several months of his savage attacks on our country's 
cities and villages and causing great material and spiritual damage, seeing 

his existence endangered and following the orders of his masters, now talks 
superficially of peacemaking and has declared a so-calied unilateral cease- 

fire while at the same time he fires on the residential areas of our borders 
every day with his long-range artillery. 


For this reason, as the officials of the Islamic Republic say, it is necessary 
to maintain the necessary readiness, to strengthen the fronts by sending 
volunteers, and to view the war as the country's number one issue. 


The Necessity for Participating at the Fronts 
Following repeated victories by Islamic combatants on the country's Southern 
and Western fronts and the cleansing of vast areas of our Islamic homeland 


from the contamination of the Ba'thist aggressors, Iraq's hand-picked regime, 
which had lost its fighting ability in the face of the enemy-smashing attacks 
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by the brave ones of Islam, as the country's officials say, brought a new 

plan to the implementation stage with the cooperation anJ collaboration of its 
masters for the purpose of preserving internal stability in Iraq, where the 
wave of discontent gets broader every day. 


On the basis of this plan the Iraqi regime announced, in an effort to prevent 
further advances by Islamic forces, a decisive defeat for the Ba'thist enemy, 
and the annihilation of the rulers of Baghdad, that it has declared a unila- 
teral cease-fire to end the war and that it will evacuate occupied areas 

in Iran within a few days. 


Following this, several of the country's border cities and villages, including 
Qasr’'e Shirin, Mehran, and several villages, were evacuated by the aggressor 
enemy. It must not be left unsaid, of course, that these cities were totally 
demolished at the time of evacuation and that these areas must be rebuilt 
before they can be reinhabited. 


After taking these steps, in which Iraq had presented itself to world public 
opinion as a peacemaker in order to gain political face, according to the 
military and political officials, Iraqi forces are now constantly subjecting 
our border cities to artillery fire in senstive areas, especially around the 
occupied heights. 


There is never a day when our country's media does not report the martyring 
or wounding of several people, especially civilians, women and children, old 
and young, in the city of Abadan and the cities in the border regions. 


Imam Khomeyni, leader of the Islamic revolution, has also especially stressed 
in recent weeks the necessity of continuing the war with the Iraqi Ba'thist 
regime in order to achieve a final and complete victory for the combatants of 
Islam. He has viewed Iraq's withdrawal from some occupied areas as a tactical 
one and has warned of America's recent plot to preserve Saddam and the ‘Alfaq 
party. 


Concerning the Iraqi withdrawal, brother Mir Hoseyn Musavi, Prime Minister of 
our country, says: This act, (withdrawal) even though ostensibly a withdrawal 
for peace, is in fact a calculated retreat. Saddam's regime's purpose for 
doing this is on the one hand to preserve the remnants of its forces and save 
them from the attacks of our combatants and on the other hand to find a 
suitable opportunity to stabilize this new policy. We see that this with- 
drawal coincides with the convening of the 9th Congress of the Iraqi Ba'th 
party, changes and developments within this regime's government, and a vote 

on Saddam's reelection. If we put these things alongside the extensive propa- 
ganda activities going on within Iraq we will see that Saddam has done all 
these things to preserve his own existence and to carry out various plots. 


Concerning Iran's sticking by its conditions and Iraq's artillery attacks on 
Khuzestan and the Western areas despite the Iraqi regime's claim of a cease- 
fire, the Prime Minister said: We have announced numerous times that until 
all our conditions are met we will feel freeto make decisions and to do what- 
ever we need to do to defend ourselves. Iraq's artillery bombardments of 
Khuzestan, which have caused the martyrdom of a number of innocent people. 
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the damages caused to our country and the image of Qadessiyeh which has 

not yet left Saddam's mind, show how sick and dangerous Saddam and his 
government truly are. It is natural that we give ourselves license, in the 
event that our conditions are not met, to deal the final blows to the 
rotting corpse of Saddam's regime. 


Dispatching Forces to the Fronts 


A dispatch official of the 10th regional revolutionary guard force of the 
Islamic revolution said to our correspondent concerning the importance of 
combatant participatzon at the war fronts: Following the liberation of 
Khorramshahr the Iraqi regime resorted to the trick of withdrawing in order 
to make the people and the combatants think the war had ended. But when 
forces are sent to the war areas our fighters will see that despite the 
announcement of a cease-fire Abadan and Khorramshahr are under Iraqi 
artillery fire. When the brothers go to the fronts they will perceive the 
truth about the cease-fire, the propaganda on Iraq's cease-fire, and the 
deployment of UN troops by Iraq and the imperialist countries. 


He added: We must get these areas out of the range of Iraqi fire. These 
areas must have security. There is no point in the announcement of a cease- 
fire when artillery rounds are falling on the heads of our people. We think 
this Iraqi withdrawal is a tactical one and has been carried out in order 

for them to reinforce for another attack, because the existence of the Islamic 
Republic is dangerous for the Ba'th regime. It is a disgrace for the Ba'th 
government of Iraq to be alongside us and for us to allow the oppression of 
Muslim brothers in that country. The brothers must go to the fronts and see 
the Ba'th peace up close. The participation of brothers at the fronts is 
edifying for them, and this edification is the best result we have obtained. 


Receiving the People 


Following the Imam of the nation's recent comments on the liberation of dear 
Jerusalem by way of Iraq, a generous and martyrdom-seeking nation has declared 
its readiness to go to the war fronts with its presence at the volunteer 
enlistment centers. At the present time, according to regional mobilization 
officials, the number of volunteers sent to the battlefronts of the Truth 
against the Vain is so large that the eight revolutionary guard mobilization 
regions which are responsible for enlisting and consigning volunteer forces 
for military training cannot handle them all. Our correspondent spoke with 
several of those who had volunterred to be sent to the imposed war fronts. 

One of the brothers standing in the line of volunteers to be sent to the front 
told our correspondent: I have gone to the front three times so far and took 
pert in several big operations and tens of lesser-know operations. I am now 
fully prepared to go to the battlefronts again and to defeat the aggressors, 
because even though the infidel Saddam says he has declared a cease-fire, 
every day the mercenaries fire their artillery at the homes and residences 

of defenseless people and tens of women and children and old and young martyred. 
[ will go to the front with the other brothers and I will teach the Ba'thist 
aggressors a good lesson so they won't take another notion to invade militar- 
ily and the half-baked idea of eliminating the Islamic revolution will go out 
of their defiled minds. If I am martyred in this process this martyrdom will 
be an honor to me and my family and friends, and clearly this honor will not 
fall upon everone. 
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Reza Montazeri, who was standing in the line of volunteers to be sent to the 
front, said: Because of my work at school I was unable to go to the fronts 
but now that my studies are over I am entirely ready to undergo military 
training and then, God willing, I will be sent to the fronts in the War of 
the True against the Vain to fight ine ags:=csors of the hand-picked Iraqi 
regime. 


One of the brothers who was standing in line in the area for dispatching 
forces told our correspondent: Most of these people standing in this line 
waiting for their preliminary work to be done and to go to the front are 
people who were at the fronts of the imposed war for several months previously. 
I myself, for example, was at the Southern front for around 2 months. I 
returned to Tehran about a month ago. And as soon as I heard what the Friday 
Iman of Tehran said about going to the fronts I prepared myself so I could go 
to the fronts as quickly as possible. I think it is incumbent upon everyone 
capable of fighting who loves the Imam and the Islamic revolution to take part 
in the crusade against the Ba'thist infidels, because Saddam has sharpened 

his filthy, bloody claws and teeth for uprooting the Islamic revolution. As 
supporters of the Isiamic revolution and followers of the Imam of the nation 
we must relieve the people of Iraq of this filthy American pawn. 





Hamid Dastani, a 16-year-old mobilizing youth, while insisting to the dispatch 
officials of the revolutionary guard mobilization force of the Islamic 
revolution that they must send him to the fronts to combat the aggressors as 
soon as possible, told our correspondent: I am a student in the second 
guidance class. I was previously at the Southern fronts for 3 months and 10 
days and I fought the mercenaries on the front lines in Operations Jerusalem 
and Fath ol-Mobayyan. Once some other combatant brothers and I even captured 
several Ba'thist mercenaries when they were resting in their bunker. 





After this week's Friday prayers and the announcement that combatants must go 
to the fronts I decided to go to the fronts, and I am fully prepared to do 
this. 


Forces volunteering to participate in the battle of the Truth against tne Vain 
initially enlist at the mobilization centers of the revolutionary guards of 

the Islamic revolution. The above centers, after doing preliminary work and 
setting up files, consign the volunteers to camps to undergo a period of train- 
ing. After completing training the volunteers are sent to the battlefronts 

of the imposed war as needed. An official of the center for dispatching forces 
said to our correspondent concerning the manner of the sending of volunteer 
forces to the battlefronts of the Truth against the Vain by the mobilization 
of the revolutionary guards of the Islamic revolution: Those who have not 

yet been to the fronts and have not had military training, in order to be sent 
to the fronts, must first report to the eight revolutionary guard mobilization 
regions and have files prepared in order to be consigned to training centers 
for these regions. 


He added: The period of military training is usually 23 days, which, including 
5 days spent in camp after the conclusion of military training, makes a total 
training period of around 28 days. After undergoing training the volunteers 
are divided into groups and those who want to go to the fronts are sent there 
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by way of the ten regions of the country-wide revolutionary guard of the 

Islamic revolution. For example, in Tehran, after enlisting in the eight 
mobilization centers and undergoing training, volunteers are sent to the fronts 
from the revoluntionary guard region 10. Of course all of the country-wide 
dispatch regions are supervised by the central staff of the revolutionary guard 
of the Islamic revolution. 





Concerning those who have previously been sent to the front by the mobilization 
and wish to go the fronts again to fight the aggressors, he said: Those who 
have already been to the fronts and want to go the fronts again do not need to 
enlist at the eight mobilization centers in order to be sent. They may report 
directly to the dispatch centers and declare their readiness to be sent. We 
will send these people where they are needed with the next force that we send 
to the front. 


Brother Hanif, a personnel official in the Mohammad Messenger of God brigade 
said concerning the importance of participating at the war fronts: Our 
combatants must understand what a blessing it is to participate at the war 
fronts. Fighting at the fronts and being in the trenches is a blessing that 
does not fall to everyone. Fifty percent of the effect of going to the front 
is destroying the aggressor enemy, and the other 50 percent and even more 

is the matter of personal edification. It is evident that those who return 
from the front are purified and cleansed. 


Brother Hanif added: The combatant brothers who are sent to the front must 
definitely remember to tell their families the name of their brigade and 
battalion at the dispatch center and at the front so that officials will not 
be faced with a problem in a time of need. 


Tehran volunteers to be ent to the war front, in orde: to participate at the 


fronts, must first enlist at the eight mobilization centers in order to be 
referred to the training camps by way of these centers.

U.S. SAID TO BE CREATING 'SECOND ISRAEL" IN LEBANON

[Text] In the name of God, the compassionate, the mericful: 


The historic victory of the Islamic fighters and defenders against the soldiers 
of the devil in Khorramshahr was a dreadful blow from a political and military 
view to the armed arm of imperialism and Zionism. At the Quds front and until 
reaching Jerusalem, this victory not only deranged the disturbed dreams of 
Ba'thist ‘Aflaqi Saddam in "Qadesieh of Saddam", but also interrupted the long 
dreams of imperialist America and Israel in appointing its lackey Saddam as 
the region's Gendarme. The "Shuttle diplomacy" of high level American and 
Israeli spies began in the surround region, and negotiations with the affili- 
ated Arab leaders started immediately after Saddam's defeat, which endangers 
the vital interests of the great Satan in the region. The Zionist Kissinger's 
plans to create a second Israel in the heart of the Arab world were drawn from 
the archives of the American Pentagon and State Department and were handed 

to Phillip Habib in order to apply it to Lebanon. Parallel to this, the heads 
of the imperialist nations were gathered in Versailles, which was the center 

of planning policies of "Bonapartism" and French colonialism, in order to issue 
the legitimacy of the attack of the Lackey army of the invader regime against 
the occupied regions of north Palestine and southern Lebanon and with the 
"green light" signal of the leaders of imperialism the aggressor and blood- 
thirsty invaders of the Quds regime attacked Lebanon from the land, sea, 

and air and demolished, burned, and massacred as much as they could. 


The vast locations of the crimes of the aggressor Zionist forces were the 
regions of Muslim dwellings who are the principal, decisive and undisputable 
owners of the region and the majority of the Lebanese population. These 
regions were previously attacked by the European lackey forces of Zionist Sa'd 
Haddad, and the Phalangists. 


The criminal America, which is the stubborn enemy of noble Islam and the 
Islamic Revolution, and considers it as its biggest obstacle and barrier in 
plundering the immense sources of oil and strategic possibilities in the 
region, as mentioned previously, took a more active part in the Middle East 
war and decided to attack Lebanon through Israel, and in the first step it 
inflicted pressure on the friends of the Islamic revolution, namely the depriv- 
ed people of Lebanon. The main aim of America wés to drive out the Arab Syrian 
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peace-keeping forces and to annhilate or cause the surrender of the Palestinian 
fighters, and now the Zionist aggressor forces are settled in the door sills 

of Beruit. Apart from activating the diplomatic machinery of the phalangists, 
they constantly pressure the Palestinians to surrender, disarm and go to Egypt 
or other Arab countries. 


The Palestinian issue in the Lebanese matter is just a political excuse and 
there is more to this plot. The talk is of the disintegration of Lebanon, 
with the creation of a phalangist government under the leadership of the 
traitor Sa'd Jamayel, and eventually the creation of a government of coopera- 
tion with Israel whose aim is to create a second Israel in the heart of the 
Islamic land of Lebanon. In this manner, we witness the thrust of the 

Israeli dagger (witness the dagger-shaped map of Israel) in the heart of the 
deprived who are the victims of a collaboration of those inside Lebanon depen- 
dent on America and American lackeys inside the dependent regimes of the Arab 
world. 


The area of Lebanon is not more than 10,000 kilometers and its population is 
not more than 3 million. The proportion of the minorities in relation to each 
other has remained a mystery. In 1943, when French colonialism ended in this 
Islamic country, they knew that a proportionate Muslim majority with 16 religi- 
ous minorities could always be a problem for the Lebanese. Under this politi- 
cal umbrella, religious coexistance was discussed, which created a consitu- 
tion promising alliance. The combined constitution of Lebanon came into 
existance and parallel to that, a custom began which was like a time bomb 

for imperalism and Zionism. The land of Lebanon is actually a land of mine 
fields, since the civil war is dictated on the basis of coexistance in favor 
of the Maronites who destroy the rights of the deprived Muslims to gain power 
in the society.

MINISTER DISCUSSES RESTORATION OF POWER, WATER TO WAR AREAS 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 24 Jun 82 p 14 
[Interview with Minister of Energy Hoseyn Ghafuri] 


[Text] In an exclusive interview with KEYHAN, 

Dr Hosseyn Ghafuri, minister of energy, answered 
questions concerning power outages, assistance to 
deprived provinces and regions, power plant status, 
construction of new power plants, the new water 
law, the approach to reconstruction of the war 
zones, and power plant problems. 


Concerning actions that have already been taken to reconstruct the water- 
transport and electrical network in warstruck cities, brother Ghafuri said: 

As for reconstruction of the warstruck cities and zones, I must say that we 
have divided these cities into two stages. In the first stage are cities where 
the possibility exists of repairing the water and electrical lines, such as 
Bostan and Susangerd. There the work of renovating the water and electrical 
lines has begun. In Khorramshahr as well, on the day after its liberation 
Khuzestan electrical officials came to the region and began reconstruction 
work. Of course in some zones the damage to the electrical lines was very 
severe, very great. However, in all cases our brothers are carrying out their 
work with devotion and sacrifice. In the second stage are cities like Hovizeh 
whose facilities have been totally destroyed and which must be completely 
rebuilt. Because the imam's representative in Khorasan and the custodian of 
Reza's Shrine in Mashhad have pledged to do the work of reconstructing Hovizeh, 
we have turned the responsibility of rebuilding the water and electrical 
facilities there over to the Khorasan Water and Electricity Organization. In 
general our program is that when the heroic, sacrificing people of a city 
volunteer to build a war-torn city, we give that city's water and electricity 
organization orders to accompany the people in supplying water and electricity 
to that city. In other fields, either the Khuzestan Water and Electricity 
Organization will directly take action, or get help from other organizations 
like the Tehran Water and Electricity Organization which with all its vast 
resources has announced its readiness. Thus they will build any city that we 
tell them to. Therefore, we have pledged that before the people are ready 

to go to the cities we will, God willing, have supplied water and electricity 
there. 
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Then in connection with the reason for the Tehran water and electricity short- 
age, particularly in the summer, and the means of compensating for it, the 
minister of energy said: Planning for the water and electricity supply to a 
big city like Tehran needs 4 or 5 years. According to planning done previously, 
Tehran would have a population of 5.5 million persons in 1991, while now in 
1982, Tehran's population has exceeded the 7 million mark. Therefore, the 
supply of water and electricity to Tehran is rendered very difficult by its 
growth rate. No matter how fast our colleagues dig wells, transport water to 
Tehran by tunnel, put in pipes and pumps, purify the water or build new 
purifying stations, they still cannot move as quickly as Tehran's population 
growth rate. Time is needed for development work like building a water 
reservoir or purifying station, or placing large pipes having a 1.5-meter 
diameter. The population grows much faster than the development work. As a 
result great difficulties are created. Here it is necessary to note that 
unfortunately some persons do not use sufficient care in consuming water and 
electricity, and are not aware of the difficulty of supplying the water they 
sometimes use towash their cars and water their gardens. Or in some buildings 
and offices the air-coolers are left on for hours when no one is there. As a 
result of this carelessness, the water and electricity shortage problem is 
markedly observed. Here I ask the heroic, martyr-nourishing people to con- 
serve water and electricity as much as possible, particularly during the summer 
and the blessed month of Ramadan, in order to eliminate this shortage. Other- 
wise we will face difficulties. If you remember, water was a big problem in 
Tehran last year, such that some even thought that a group were committing 
Sabotage when this was not true at all. Here I must add that I even said 
several months ago that if we had a hot summer and the people did not conserve, 
we would definitely face a water and electricity shortage. This is because 
what we have barely meets the public's minimum needs. Now if a group pays no 
attention to fairness and justice, and uses more than the minimum, others will 
naturally have a shortage. They are directly consuming the share of others. 
You must be aware that the person who uses lights and appliances excessively 

is directly causing the blackout of others’ houses. That person who needlessly 
consumes water to wash his car, water his garden or fill his pool is directly 
bringing about the thirst of the oppressed classes, which is unfortunately 
constantly being imposed on them. 





Then, concerning effects of the new water law on the water situation and water 
utilization, brother Ghafuri said: The water bill which was approved in the 
Majlis mainly oversees the preservation of surface and underground water. As 
you know, agriculture consumes more than 90 percent of our water, and the rest 
is used for industry and drinking. This law is mainly to protect agriculture. 
In this law necessary preventive measures have been applied to prevent well- 
digging without permission, and basically to prevent unauthorized excavations 
which usually inflict great damage on underground water resources. The new 
water law, which will be approved by the Council of Guardians, God willing, 
gives us the power to take necessary actions to better protect underground 
water resources which relate to the treasury and which are part of the public 
inheritance, 


As his speech continued, brother Ghafuri spoke about new power plants under 
construction, and added: We have several power plants under construction 
which have not yet been delivered to us. Among them we can point to the Neka' 








power plant which we have not taken delivery of because of difficulties in 

the power plant work. We will not take delivery until the consortium build- 
ing it has eliminated the difficulties. There are other power plants which 
are under construction by foreign contractors. We will refrain from taking 
delivery until they are completed. Among them are the Bandar ‘Abbas power 
plant being built by an Italian contractor, the Varamin power plant, the Neka' 
plant being built by a consortium, and the Esfahan power plant being built by 
Italian contractors. Unfortunately there are problems with the completion 

of these power plants. In this regard one can point to the huge Neka’ power 
plant which faces fundamental difficulties. Of course some of these difficul- 
ties were not the fault of the contractor, such as the construction site for 
the power plant. The site was chosen in a place where the level of underground 
water is ‘igh, and as a result the site is not favorable for a plant of such 
great siz. Unfortunately this is one of the treacheries of the past regime. 
The power plant's main site belonged to one of the Shapurs, but he did not 
give permission to build the plant on that land. Thus they changed the site 
without studying it, and started building the plant on ground that was in no 
way Suitabie. However, there are problems directly connected with the con- 
tractor, including the boiler plan and environmental protection. As to the 
latter problem, the power plant will destroy many tish. We have notified the 
contractor that we definitely will not take delivery until these difficulties 
are resolved, even though we need the plant's electricity. This is because 
taking delivery of a flawed power plant on which billions of tumans from the 
treasury have been expended is in reality a treachery to the oppressed and 
hero-nourishing people. Therefore we have entered into intense discussion with 
the contractor in order to eliminate these flaws so that, God willing, we 

can solve these difficulties. Of course future planning for construction of 
several new power plants has been done so that, God willing, these shortages 
will be eliminated. 


In response to a question as to how needed spare-parts were being supplied, 
the minister of energy said: 


Despite the rapid growth of electrical consumption, we have not begun 
construction of new power plants after ‘the revolution, and we have only engaged 
in the completion of half-finished plauts. Of course as you know, the economic 
blockade has presented us with a very critical problem. In addition, a great 
many countries had a hand in building these plants so that to supply spare 
parts we must contact all these countries. Unfortunately they have placed 
many stumbling blocks in our path. As an example, one can point to motor #1 

in the Karaj power plant. It has remained in the United State for nearly 4 
years, and the United States is refusing to give it to us. Asa result, 
millions of tumans of the nation's wealth have remained useless due to the 

lack of this motor. It is necessary to note that we have obtained virtually 

no spare parts from the United States. Of course other countries are also 
refusing to give us these parts, and Japan sometimes raises difficulties over 
giving them to us. Fortunately however, we have produced these devices 
domestically to the extent possible through the devotion and sacrifice of our 
workers, technicians and engineers. 
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As for electricity, unfortunately I must say that many deprived spots, 
including Sistan va Baluchistan, are not connected with the national network, 
and they have many problems as a result. God willing, we will try to install 
diesel units in that province's cities and in the cities of similar provinces 
as soon as possible in order to supply electricity there. 


In answer to our last questions concerning the completion of construction 

work on nuclear reactors, the minister of energy said: The construction work 
on all the nuclear power plants we had under construction has, without excep- 
tion, been stopped. However, we have begun re-examination of the Bushehr re- 
actor since a great portion of this plant was built, and about 20 billion 
tumans have been spent on it so far. We are studying it from the budgetary and 
protection angles as to whether the completion of one unit of this plant is of 
benefit to the country or not.

PROBLEMS OF WATER SHORTAGES, POLLUTION DISCUSSED

[Text] The world's water is limited. Only 3 percent of the globe's existing 
water is usuable by mankind. The world's ever-increasing population along 
with the rapid growth of industry increasingly restrict this vital, limited 
resource. 


What must be done to preserve this vital resource? How can we get the maximum 
use out of water? 


Today the vital role of water is not hidden from anyone, particularly ina 
partly dry country like Iran, specially with ever-increasing industry. Our 
country's water resources are so limited that we must use great precision to 
utilize them correctly. We all know well that the negligence of each one of 
us in this area will cause us to suffer irreparable damage in the future. 


Water is one of the valuable natural inheritances which our ancestors entrusted 
to us without polluting it themselves so that we could use it. We must in 

the same way turn over pure, unpolluted water to our descendants. In light 

of the fact that only about 3 percent of the globe's water is usuable by man- 
kind, the necessity of preserving water resources takes on a completely 
serious and even vital aspect for mankind. 


Both agriculture and industry require fresh water in large quantities. In 
poor countries, the level of rainfall is not enough, and the shortage of water 
for cultivation is sharply felt. In industrial countries there is an undeni- 
able need for large amounts of fresh water because industries in the region 
pollute the water and make it unfit for drinking. 


Mankind pollutes existing accessible water in various ways, so that we often 
see that the bright blue color of water has changed to dark brown. Due to 
man's use of cleaning materials which contain phosphates, the phsophates bring 
about the growth of algae which causes a decrease in the oxygen dissolved 

in the water of seas and rivers. The decrease in oxygen will be followed by 
the danger of death for water-living animals. 


Mankind also causes intense pollution of rivers and seas by pouring chemical 
poisons and oil into then. 
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In [ran as in many other countries, factors polluting water have a direct 
connection the growth of industries and the progress of technology. It 

is true that seas and rivers have a great power to purify themselves, but these 
days materials from industrial processes enter the water which the water and 
bacteria existing in it are incapable of breaking down. 


In our country the main factors polluting water can in general be divided into 
three categories: Pollution from city and house sewage, industrial sewage, 
and agricultural sewage. 


City sewage, which at the present time is directly emptied into surface or 
underground waters without any purification whatsoever in practically all 
cities, towns, villages and residential zones, causes the spread of parasites, 
and the incidence of various diseases and infectious illnesses. 


Water pollution through the emptying of industrial waste has also increased so 
much in our country that Anzali Swamp, with an extent of nearly 100 square 
kilometers, is seriously facing the danger of pollution and extinction. The 
Persian Gulf to our country's south has been greatly damaged due to the exis- 
tence of severe oil pollution. 


Industrial wastes containing oily materials cover the water's surface, and 
prevent the penetration of oxygen and light into the water. As a result, they 
threaten the life of water-creatures. , 


Some industrial wastes contain heavy metals such as lead, nickel and mercury 
which collect in the bodies of fish and thus find their way into human bodies, 
endangering human health. 


Despite the fact that in 1975-1976 a law was approved in Iran on the basis of 
which all factories are obligated to purify their waste before it enters rivers 
or seas, nevertheless, only 0.20 percent of existing Iranian industries have 

so far acted to prepare waste-purification plans or implement them. 


Polluting water with agricultural poisons and chemicals in another problem in 
the way of making water unusuable. Agricultural poisons and fertilizers are 
washed off of farms and trees by rainwater and join flowing water or penetrate 
into underground water. Thus they pollute the water. Now, in light of our 
country's ever-increasing need for factories and industries and inevitable 
agricultural growth and expansion in order to reach self-sufficiency, we cannot 
limit this growth. Instead we have no alternative but to think of policies 
that will minimize environmental pollution as growth and expansion continues. 


What Must Be Done? 
All factories and industrial facilities should use water purification equipment. 


Since one can of machine oil can make 1 million liters of water undrinkable, 
we should try to prevent pouring petroleum waste into any kind of water. 


We should avoid leaving faucets open and excessive consumption of water. 
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We should try to utilize underground or surface water for agriculture and 
orchards by digging wells. 


We should avoid as much as possible the use of cleaning powders and materials 
which contain much phosphate. 


If the water we use comes from rivers, springs, or qanats, we should keep 
these sources pure, and not pour house waste-water and garbage into them. 


You should dig a hole--for house sewage, and should cover wells in order to 
prevent mosquito breeding. 


Choose a location for the hole as distant as possible from a well for drinking- 
water, so that dirty water does not seep into clean well or qanat water.

PRESENT OPERATIONS OF CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTORS EXAMINED 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 1 Jul 82 p 5 


[Excerpt] Several days ago the Economic Council discussed the manner in which 
Iranian contractors operate at its meeting, and studied the matter of the 

high costs to Iranian contractors of finishing jobs. In view of the govern- 
ment policy of assigning development plans and work to Iranian contractors, 
the Economic Council presented a study and the regulations necessary to create 
circumstances in the worl favorable to Iranian contractors to the Plan and 
Budget organization. Following that theMinister of State and supervisor of 
the Plan and Budget Organization announced: This organization is obtaining 
plans intended to protect domestic contractors and prevent the misuse of 
foreign contractors. He also announced: So far as possible we will carry 

out development plans and projects with Iranian contractors, and the necessary 
guidelines will soon be issued. In view of the attention and stress officials 
are giving to the manner of operation and the circumstances of the contracting 
companies and the country's need to carry out development plans, a look at 

the problems of the contracting companies and the goals and plan of the Plan 
and Budget Organization, which has responsibility for these matters, appears 
necessary. 


A look at the 1982-1983 [1361] and the priorities which have been designated 
shows the importance and the necessity of carrying out development plans. 
About a third of the country's 300 billion tuman budget has been assigned to 
the development budget. On the basis of the development budget for the year 
1361, after the projects related to the production of war materials by the 
military industries and the reconstruction of war areas, in other development 
priorities, production projects rank ahead of groundbreaking projects, and 
groundbreaking projects rank ahead of service and welfare projects. This 
year's budget, which is 30 percent bigger than last year's budget, gives 
priority to agriculture, industry, roads and power, and services, in that 
order. The existence of development plans and programs, and the urgent need 
to implement them and get them underway quickly make it a senstive matter 
that the issue of working resources and the existence of a development system 
be advanced so that by completing the preliminaries, tasks will be near the 
stage of workability. 


The experts say: Overall there are four components to a development system. 


There is the overall supervision of the work, which is done by the government, 
there is the planning phase, which is taken on by the government and the 
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private sector, and there is construction and supervision, both in which 

are done by the government and the non-government sector. [In the midst of 
this the role of the contracting companies as the working arms, the builders, 
and the ones who carry out the plans and the development projects is very 
sensitive, and quality work on their part will solve most of the problems 
likely to emerge in the course to the job. 


In the past the procurement of plans and the execution of development projects 
was exclusively controlled by large consulting engineer firms and contractors, 
which always got the biggest and most profitable contracts because of their 
connections in the government. They left no opening or opportunity for 
smaller companies and young engineers. Therefore after a time these officers 
were either hired by big companies or else they dissolved. According to an 
official in the plan and budget organization, in the past only the consulting 
engineers, where one or two owners at the top were in control, could take 

on planning jobs. Basically planning was not done so that people other than 
these could work. In the area of construction it was also these big and 
family companies that were run by one or two people and obtained work through 
bank credit and government connections. The regime gave no opportunity to 
create small contracting units. Of course the nature of the existing work in 
the country was not big jobs, and the big companies subcontracted the work they 
obtained to second or third parties or paid smaller companies to do it on 

a Wage or percentage basis. 


The supervisory sector benefitted from this general situatiun as well. In 
explaining the former situation, he adds: Under this system government con- 
tracting companies were aliso formed that worked according to this same system. 
When they obtained work they passed it several steps down the line to others 
wlio again did not receive the specific, stipulated tecnnical essence of the 
job. 


Contracting companies, especially in the private sector, distributed jobs 
among several parties through the formation of subsidiary companies. At 
every stage a part of the work would be pared off so that the bones would be 
left over for the workers, and these people as a group were the ones who car- 
ried the burden of the development system. 


Contracting Companies Since the Revolution 


After the revolution most of the owners of these companies fled the country 
with wallets full of money and left their companies behind with a lot of work- 
ers, a great many debts, and unfinished contracts. After a period of limbo 
and the issuance of contractors’ regulations by the provisional government, 
finally the previous contracts were cancelled last year and a set of regula- 
tions was issued by the Council of Ministers. On the basis of that it was 
decided that the government would assign work directly to those who do the 
work and thereby eliminate the middlemen. In carrying out this program 
contracting companies were grouped and ranked according to their experience, 
their knowledge, and the number of people in them. 


Determination of the competence of the contracting companies and setting their 
work conditions is one of the aims and policies of the country's development 
system, and the concerned officials in this department are busy makin.; other 











development plans and setting reasonable and necessary policies. The chief 
engineer of the technical section of the Plan and Budget Organization, while 
affirming that the development system under consideration must be a system that 
absorbs at least half of the country's overall budget, refers to the aims of 
the development system and says: We are making efforts to raise the develop- 
ment budget, which is a sort of capital investment, and to prevent increases 
in the current budget, which is regarded as day-to-day expenses. To reach 
this goal we must find a way so that a development budget of this size will 
be spent in the most economical way. Of course being economical under the 
system of the Islamic Republic does not simply mean the cheapest procurement 
or the use of an economical and money-making method. Being economical means 
that the system under consideration will move better and more quickly along 

a path of evoluation towards God in a process of human growth. 


At the present time, through the grace of God, we are at a stage where we are 
arriving more clearly at a sense that the Muslim nation of Iran is alone, 

and it can only lean on God in this solitude, in the light of His Holiness 
Imam Khomeyni’s leadership. The necessity of leaning of God requires that we 
be activated from within and spend of ourselves. 


For reaching this goal, the Constitution of the Islamic Republic is our 
guidebook and the tool for our work after the Koran and the texts handed down 
from the Imams. We have realized from studying the constitution that in order 
to do anything the system's prevailing values must be preserved. 


What we have understood from the Constitution is the backbone of the system 

of carrying out our development plans. So far as we have understood the 

basic principle is the governance and priority of the pious and worthy human 
being and the negation of the rule of capital. It is clearly stated in the 
constitution that we do not view the economy as fundamental and basic. We 

use the economy as a means. Therefore we must value human rather than capital- 
istic goals. A person who wants to work in this area must be worthy and must 
do his work for God, for the welfare of the people, and as a duty and a bless- 
ing that God has given him. So a person is not free to monopolize his special- 
ties and knowledge or employ them for personal gain. 


Also, in view of what the Constitution says about the freedom of choice in 
occupations and rejecting economic monopoly, in order to carry out development 
plans the system under consideration must reject the monopolization of work 

in the hands of private and government groups. Under this system the monopoli- 
zation of knowledge is not free, but rather the process of making that knowledge 
available to society is free. 


The technical assistant in the Plan and Budget Organization, while referring 

to the presence of a zealous bureaucracy at work in the process of carrying 

out development contracts, adds: We must arrange things so that work resources 
are only made available to worthy people. 


[It is mentioned in the Constitution of the Islamic Republic of Iran that a 
human veing ought to work so much that he will reach the level of service and 
participation in the leadership of society while carrying on with his other 








affairs. The law also authorizes the principle of private ownership and it is 
our goal that the fruits of each person's labors will go directly to him. 

A system organized in this way must create social security so that everyone 
will have the basic necessities of life. In this system, outside delegation, 
especially to groups, is rejected. This system must move with sufficient 
speed so that every stage of work is carried out on time and is also subject 
to supervision and control by a self-controlling internal systen. 


Current State of Contracting Companies 


What is the current state of the contracting companies? How do they operate, 
how much do they make, and how are they regulated? 


How have the new regulations for work and identifying competence affected 
them and what problems do they now face? 


As was said, the contracting companies will be rated for competence by the 
Plan and Budget organization in view of established regulations and guidelines, 
and a list of their names will be sent to the governmental centers so that 

when the time comes to carry out development plans and projects, qualified 
companies, based on funding and the size of the job, can be invited to bid 

or they can advertise in the newspaper and finally give the job to the winner 
of the bidding. A new point in contractors’ regulations is the designation 

of work conditions, so that each contracting company can have only one job 

at a time and can only bid on a new job after completing 85 percent of the 
current contract and with the written agreement of the project director. 


Engineer Bizhan Zand, an official in a contracting company, says of the current 
regulations: Before the revolution regulations were unreasonable, and so 
arranged that only very big companies could get work, but small companies can 
work too with the new regulations and no one is deprived. The rules for doing 
big jobs are also such that the inexperienced and the ignorant cannot seek 

them and obstruct the work. 


He refers to some of the problems with respect to bidding and continues: The 
big profit-hungry companies have now disappeared and small companies are 
operating just to work and make their expenses. One of the problems in the 
bidding process is that some companies, out of inexperience, out of a desire 

to obstruct the job, or to haggle over the price with the project director, 

get into the discussion, or, by using equipment and materials, they enter 

bids even much lower than the index price set by the project director. They 
win the bidding through this underbidding and deprive companies that partici- 
pated in the bidding only with the hope of making expenses and not to make a 
profit. We therefore propose that the Plan and Budget Organization and the 
project director set a specific amount as a minimum bid based on cost informa- 
tion and not accept lower bids than that. The procurement and purchasing 

of materials is also another of our current problems. Presently most 

materials are monopolized by the government. The project director gives us 
about the right amount of materials, procured through the Ministry of Commerce. 
Their procurement, because of waiting and hurrying, causes difficulty and delay 
in the work. Sometimes the needed materials aren't even available. In this 
regard we also propose that the necessary materials for every development 
project for which a budget is approved be procured beforehand, and if the 
materials aren't on the market their importation should be authorized.

EFFORTS TO FIND GAS, OIL DEPOSITS DESCRIBED 
Kabul HAQIQAT-E ENQELAB-E SAWR in Dari 24 Jun 82 p 2 


[Text] Geological and geophysical studies and research began for 
the first time in Afghanistan during the period 21 March 1957- 

20 March 1958 for the discovery, verification, and extraction of 
Oil and natural gas with the cooperation of the Soviet Union in 
the northern part of the country. 


Since that time, the operations for discovery, verification, and 
extraction of natural gas have been carried out over a large area 
of some 113,000 square km. As a result, large gas reserves have 
been found and verified, a part of which has been extracted and 
utilized. 


Research indicates that the verified oil reservoirs in various 
areas in the north contain 12 million tons. The size of other 
reserves discovered is not yet known; however, research in 
searching and verification operations continues. 


Natural Gas 


In addition to the use in the national fabric, through its export 
to the friendly country of the Soviet Union, the largest income 
item (more than 15 billion afghanis, which is 80 percent of the 
total production of the Ministry of Mines and Industries and 
about one-third of the total national revenues) has been gained. 


Areas in which natural gas has been discovered and extracted and 
in which operations continue are as follows: 


l. The Khajeh Gugerdak Installation 


This installation is located in the east, next to the Yatimtag 
installation in Juzjan Province, which has 7.47 billion cubic 
meters of usable natural gas. The gas from this installation has 
been extracted and utilized through the use of 39 wells as well 
as collection and drying equipment since the period 

21 March 1967-20 March 1968. 





At the deeper levels (jiorasik) of this installation, natural gas 
can be found and, according to preliminary research, the 
reservoir may contain 18 billion cubic meters of gas. 


2. Jargadugh Installation 


This installation is located southwest of the city of Shabarghan 
in Juzjan Province and has 27 billion cubic meters of extractible 
gas. This installation is equipped with sulfur purification and 
gas drying facilities. Gas from this plant has been utilized 
Since the period 21 March 1980-20 March 1981 through 19 wells. 
More than 50 percent of the total annual gas production of the 
country is provided from this source. 


Areas in which gas has not yet been extracted and utilized: 
1. Yatimtaq Installation 


This installation is located in Juzjan Province. The gas 
reserves have been verified on the (gasterif) and ( jiorasik) 
levels in this installation and the digging of the exploratory 
wells to determine the amount of gas continues, which will be 
verified in late summer of 1983, when the work on the next stages 
Will begin. 


2. Furthermore, gas has been discovered in other areas of Juzjan 
and the explorations in these areas continue: 


A. Jom'eh installation 

B. Jangal Kalan installation 
C. Basikavard installation 
D. Khajeh Lukan installation 


These reserves contain 5.2 billion cubic meters of verified gas. 
It should be pointed out that based on what has already been 
accomplished, more than 112 billion cubic meters of extractible 
gas has thusfar been verified in the northern parts of Juzjan 
Province, about 36 million cubic meters of which were extracted 
in Khajeh Gugerdak and Jar Qadugq by the end of the winter of 
1981. 


Research and studies on the deposits in the northern part of the 
country conclude that large amounts of oil and gas have been 
formed in the above areas and, after future explorations, new 
resources should be discovered and verified. 
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Oil 


The results of several years of research and study in the north 
indicate that the oil producing areas are concentrated mostly in 
Sarpol in the area of Juzjan Province, Qeysar in Faryab Province, 
and the Kaldar and Heyratan areas of Balkh Province, which show 
good prospects for discovery and utilization. 


In Angut, Aqdarya, and Qeshgeri Sar-e Pol, a total of 67.11 
million tons of oil have been discovered and verified. Also, in 
the areas of Khajeh Silan in Meymaneh and Ahmadabad, Harat, the 
early exploratory stages indicate signs of oil. 


It has been determined that the verified resources should be 
explored and an oil refinery built with a capacity of at least 
50,000 tons of crude oil annually, which could also be expanded. 
The head of oil and gas intends to expand these activities in 
accordance with the plans in other areas of the country than the 
north. Also, this director has taken over the geological and 
geophysical surveys in the other areas of the country and the 
exploration activities in the northern part of the country as 
well as the plan for preparing competent technical cadres, which 
would play a major role by using domestic and foreign resources.

DEVELOPMENTS IN FOREIGN TRADE PUBLICIZED

[Text] The foreign trade of the country has a special place in 
economic growth and is very important because a large portion of 
the people of the country live in villages and rural areas and 
their major production consists of agricultural products such as 
dried and fresh fruits, carpets, Qarehgqal and other unusual 
hides, wool and animal hair, and oil grains and medicinal grains, 
which make up the major items of national export. Since on the 
one hand, their standard of living is very low and, on the other, 
their products must be purchased on time and at favorable prices 
and sold on favorable markets in order to help them to raise 
their incomes and provide for their primary needs, and since 
foreign trade is the most fundamental item in the balance of 
payment of the country, the revenues gained from exports are 
considered an important financial resource and are used to 
provide for the people of the country and to carry out the 
developmental plans. 


Since the Sawr revolution, especially in its new evolutionary 
phase, positive steps have been taken in the area of foreign 
trade. In regards to imported items, efforts have been made to 
increasingly stabilize the government, to import necessary and 
primary goods to the country, and to put them at the disposal of 
the consumers. To achieve this goal, the important organizations 
which already existed were strengthened and steps were taken to 
establish a number of trade institutions. Also, in the area of 
exported items, in addition to strengthening the existing export 
Organizations, it has been determined that a number of export 
institutions be established in order to, on the one hand, 
purchase the exporting items directly from the producers thus 
strengthening the economy of the producers, and, on the other, to 
prepare the items for export from the standpoint of quantity and 
quality in accordance with the requirements and norms of the 
various foreign markets, and to package and export them in a 
standardized manner. 
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The capitalist countries that purchase their raw agricultural 
production materials from the developing countries are trying to 
purchase these items at low prices and yet to increase the prices 
of their industrial goods day by day and sell them to these 
countries. The foreign trade of our country, along with that of 
other developing countries, is confronted with this problem. 
Since the Sawr revolution, especially in its new evolutionary 
phase, this problem has somewhat decreased because our trade with 
socialist countries has been significantly increasing and every 
year the volume of our trade has been expanding within the 
bartering region. 


It must be pointed out that there was no direct trade with a 
number of socialist countries before the revolution. However, now 
the grounds for direct trade and an increase in trading with 
these countries has been prepared. 


The volume of trade with socialist countries reached from 
$7,231,000 during the period 21 March 1978-20 March 1979 to 
$9,488,000 during the period 21 March 1979-20 March 1980 and from 
$7,740,000 during the period 21 March 1980-20 March 1981 to 
$9,830,000 during the period 21 March 1981-20 March 1982. 


Also, the role of domestic merchants in the foreign trade of the 
country can be evaluated as worthy. As the statistics show, more 
than 60 percent of the foreign trade and 80 percent of the 
domestic trade of the country is carried out by the private 
sector. As has been reflected in the Constitution of the 
Democratic Republic of Afghanistan and other party and 
governmental documents, the government supports the national and 
patriotic merchants. In accordance with the guidelines of the 
party, the government has tried to encourage and support the 
national, patriotic merchants and efforts have been made to 
provide the facilities necessary. The national merchants, too, 
realizing their responsibilities to the high goals of the 
revolution, have not hesitated to provide any kind of cooperation 
and have an active share in the trade of the country.

PLANS FOR MAXIMUM MOBILIZATION OF RESOURCES DISCUSSED 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 11 Jul 82 p 5 


[Excerpt] Several days ago representatives of 20 ministries, organs, and 
revolutionary organizations took part in a conference at the Ministry of 
Defense for the purpose of mobilizing all of the country's military, economic, 
and industrial resources. Under the present circumstances the identification 
of war resources and needs and making use of the active people's forces in 
the continuation of the war is necessary. The Islamic revolution, which has 
destroyed American imperialism's main political and economic bases, is also 
confronted now with violent and military pressure from imperialism, the Iraqi 
reactionary regime, and reaction in the region. Iraq's imposed war on Iran 
is a small part of the extensive imperialist plots against the Islamic 
revolution which are still continuing. The complete mobilization of the 
country's resources for a comprehensive confrontation with imperialism's 
long-term plots and stopping Iraqi aggression is necessary and certain. 

The experience of the two-year war with Iraq has shown that the Muslim and 
combative people's forces must be uniformly mobilized in order to stop 
imperialist aggression. The use of military and staff resources for mobilizing 
economic, technical, and scientific resources in the revolution's present 
situation must also be brought to the stage of implementation. 


The unwanted and imposed war of Iraq with Iran began in circumstances when 

the country's military and economic resources were in a weak condition: 

the combative, Muslim people's forces, despite the fact that they were ready 
to make any sacrifice to stop the aggression of the Iraqi and Ba'thist regime, 
were not working under a coordinated and comprehensive policy. Dispersion of 
effort in the gathering of military and economic resources to continue the 
war was one of the main problems two years ago. In those circumstances, some 
of the revolutionary organs, such as the Reconstruction Crusade and the revo- 
lutionary guard, played an active role in mobilizing existing resources by 
gathering effective forces, but a unified policy for mobilizing all resources 
was not in force. At the present time, when almost 22 months have passed 
since the start of the imposed war, the representatives of 20 ministries and 
revoiutionary organs have come to a basic agreement at a conference on the 
necessity of mobilizing the country's resources for war service. In the course 
of talks at this conference they studied ways to utilize existing resources. 
In a talk at this conference the Minister of Defense said: Our primary 
objective at this conference is to form an organization or group 











that has precisely identified existing resources and will bring these 
resources into the service of the war. The rest of the representatives 

of the military organizations and ministries, while affirming the formation 
of an organization for studying existing resources, also proposed that a 
temporary staff be formed for the mobilizing of war resources and to take 

the first step in creating harmony between the various organizations. In the 
view of the representatives participating in the Ministry of Defense 
conference, a necessity also exists in present circumstances for centralizing 
statistical information in the area of the peoples’ monetary and material 
assistance, and steps must be taken towards getting the cooperation of the 
ministries for the purpose of helping the war support staff as much as 
possible. In order to form an organization or group to mobilize existing 
resources weekly meetings can be held at the Ministry of Defense, and related 
commissions can be formed so that the plan to form a group to mobilize the 
country's resources for war service can be submitted to the Supreme Defense 
Council. At the Ministry of Defense conference, the representatives of the 
ministries and the various groups also described the resources in their 
organizations. At the present time the University Crusade, the Red Crescent, 
the Reconstruction Crusade, the Ministry of Industry, and the Economic 
Mobilization Staff have many resources for supporting the fronts and procuring 
war needs over the long term. The University Crusade has extensive 
intellectual, scientific, and practical resources for helping the fronts, 
which despite the organization's necessary capability and existing resources, 
the necessary success of which has not been achieved due to the lack of 
sufficient momentum in the utilization of these resources. The representative 
of the University Crusade suggested at the Ministry of Defense conference 
that the necessary attention be given to this organization's plan in the 
matters of research, planning, and systematic assistance to the fronts. 

The representatives of the Ministry of Industry and the Eccnomic Mobilization 
Staff also suggested that in order to utilize all existing resources a supreme 
council ought to be formed composed of representatives of the various 
ministries and the task of mobilizing resources ought to be carried out at 
the staff level. The representative of the Economic Mobilization Staff, 

who participated in the conference to mobilize resources for war service, 
believes that economic, military, and industrial mobilization must continue 
in peacetime as well, because even in peacetime our country is at war with 
world imperialism, and the mobilization of resources is also necessary in 
peacetime in order to attain economic self-sufficiency. The representative 
of the Ministry of Industry also explained the views of this ministry 
concerning bringing industrial resources into war service at the Ministry 

of Defense conference. At the present time the Ministry of Industry gives 
priority to two types of industrial services for the war. Among the principal 
objectives of this ministry are the expansion of defense and military 
industry and the expansion of agricultural industries. In any case, one may 
conclude from the sum of the views presented at the conference for mobilizing 
resources for war services that the centralization of all industrial, 
agricultural, and military resources in a single organization will be a 
potent factor in gathering all forces for continuing the war against 
imperialist aggression. The experience of the Iraqi Ba'th regime's two-year 
war with Iran has demonstrated the necessity for mobilizing all resources 

for defense and stopping aggression under all conditions. 
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The People's Role in Mobilization 


The people's role in continuing the war and combatting American imperialism 
has been consistently clear. The officials of revolutionary organs such as 
the Reconstruction Crusade have said all along that without the comprehensive 
aid and protection of all the masses of the people it will not be possible 
to attain a decisive victory in the war. Officials of revolutionary groups 
also believe that the people must be actively present in the formation of an 
organization to mobilize the country's resources for war service, and if not 
such an organization will operate like a bureaucratic administrative process 
and will not play an effective role in the mobilization of all forces and 
resources. The representative of the Reconstruction Crusade who participated 
in the conference on mobilizing resources for war service said concerning 
the matter of how to form an organization for mobilizing resources: Any 
organization that is to be formed in present circumstances must be infused 
with the essence of the Islamic revolution. The essence of the Islamic 
revolution is faith, and faith, in addition to the presence of the people, 
is a basic necessity in the formation of such an organization. If the 
organization to mobilize resources for war service were formed without the 
active presence of the people it would be unable to do anything. We propose 
that this organization be formed in the attendance of the representatives 

of the ministries, the Imam's representative, and representatives of the 
revolutionary organizations, and with regard to the manner of creating this 
organization our proposal is that bureaucratic relationships not govern it 
in any way. 


In general, officials are aware of the potent role of the participation of 

the people's forces in the mobilization of the country's resources. During 

a talk with us, Colonel Khosrovi-Nezhad, a Ministry of Defense planning 
official in connection with the role of the people's forces in the war, said: 
As you know, the war is our most important problem, and we are aware that 
without the help, companionship, and assistance of the heroic martyr-fostering 
nation of Iran and the army and the other armed forces, we do not have the 
ability to drive the enemy out of the country. It is clear that in order 

to augment the combative capability of the armed forces the aid and assistance 
of all government and non-government groups is fully tangible and perceptible. 
On this basis mutual support between the armed forces and the nation is a 
primary military consideration, and even though support from organizations, 
groups, and the people on the matter of the war has thus far been of the best 
possible kind, we felt that a conference was necessary for coordinating these 
efforts for centralization and better effectiveness in the mobilization of 
resources for war service, so that with knowledge of the organizations’ 
problems in this area we can put our efforts into developing a proper 
background for putting these problems aside so as in this way to be able to 
take steps towards strengthening and stabilizing the nation's defense 
foundation. In my view the mobilization of resources has two dimensions, 

one the dimension of proper utilization of manpower, the other the appropriate 
utilization of supplies and raw materials for logistics and resupply, of which 
the second dimension is a responsibility of the Ministry of Defense. 
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The procurement of military needs is one of the country's most important 
problems in wartime. Throughout the two-year war a great many organizations 
have worked actively in the procurement of military needs and the activities 
of the people's forces in the past two years in the procurement of military 
needs have been striking. Colonel E'temadi, Ministry of Defense planning 
assistant, in a talk at the conference on mobilizing resources, said concerning 
the procurement of military needs: Our prime concern in wartime is the 
procurement of military needs. Everyone saw that when the army entered the 
war its equipment, whether air, naval, or land equipment, was out of service 
and therefore not useable. When the army entered the war things were most 
difficult but we saw that the people entered the war and helped us in every 
way possible. If we want to classify the people's assistance we see that 
this help includes food, personal effects, fuel, clothing, and important 
weapons, and the procurement of all these needs would not have been possible 
without the people's help. At the present time the imposed war is about to 
end with our victory, and in this situation we are still depending on the 
people's help. In the matter of the procurement of logistical and support 
needs, we must say that some support activity is the responsibility of the 
Ministry of Defense and the other forces have taken on the rest of it.

MOROCCAN-TUNISIAN CULTURAL COOPERATION

[Interview with Said Belbachir, minister of cultural affairs, by Zouhair 
Allagui; date and place not specified] 


[Text] A Moroccan Culture Week was organized in Tunisia 
from 26 May to 2 June. A number of exhibits of books, 
wood sculpture, and crafts took place on this occasion. 
Theater, music and song were also on the schedule. 


This Culture Week culminated in an important cultural 
agreement signed by Morocco and Tunisia. This agree- 
ment, the benefits of which were stressed by Said 
Belbachir, minister of cultural affairs, markes a 
new stage in Moroccan-Tunisian cultural cooperation. 


Dr Said Belbachir, who opened the Moroccan Culture 
Week in Tunisia, granted an important interview to the 
magazine DIALOGUE which we are publishing in its 
entirety. 


In a subsequent issue, we will publish an exclusive 
interview granted to L'OPINION CULTUREL by Dr Said 
Belbachir, minister of cultural affairs, on the policy 
of the Ministry of Cultural Affairs. 


[Question] Dr Said Belbachir, you are the minister of culture; how do you 
define culture? 


[Answer] I believe that there was a time when culture was basically related 
to the literary world. In my opinion, this is a mistake; this is an incon- 
plete view, indeed a one-sided view, for culture is man's discovery of his 
entire literary, artistic, and scientific environment, and at the same time, 
comprehension of this environment in its totality. The aspects of human 
life form an indivisible whole on the one hand; on the other hand, for each 
country and each nation, their roots are found in history. Culture is not 
just made from all the parts; culture is also a view of the future which 
means that one is not limited to making basic projections from the past and 
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the present, but has a cultural perspective, in other words, studies the 
development of society and its orientations on a philosophical level. 


This cultural orientation is based first of all on the past, and then on a 
view of the future based on intellectual and technologic progress. Making a 
cultural forecast means studying this future in terms of the past and in 
terms of present and future values, 


Of course we have permanent values in our cultural system based on our beliefs 
and our history, but our historical sense must also widen into long-term 
consideration, with society in the year 2000 and the year 2020 as its project. 


[Question] Islam is seeing its image tarnished by the social and political 
events which have occurred in certain countries and tolerance is being 
cruelly contradicted by the reality which has been experienced or transmitted. 


[Answer] First of all I will say that Islam and fanaticism are two different 
things. Islam is tolerant; it is a religion of the mind which encourages 

the rational. Intolerance cannot be conceived of within Islam. Islam has 
not put down detailed rules for the operatinn of society; we often forget to 
say and to thiak of the fact that the Muslim religion is a framework, and 
that the dignity that the Creator gave us resides in the fact that it is up 
to man to shape the society and the environment in which he lives according 
to general rules and basic principles. 


Let us take law, for example, since law is a part of sociology and reflects 
a moment in the history of a nation: Islam's laws have not been applied in 
the same way in all countries. For example, after having been a student 
faithful to Malek's spirit, Chafii, who is his disciple, established a 
different doctrine from his master's which in the end units with it in the 
basics and the essential. Islam is a long way from fanaticism, from intol- 
erance and from rigidity. 


I believe that Islam must be differentiated from the Muslims. Islam is a set 
of clear principles which take social realities into consideration. As for 
the current situation in the Muslim world in general, unfortunately we are 
still experiencing some of the decline that the Arab-Muslim world has known 
and I believe that it is precisely by developing the culture and studying 

the principles of Islam in depth that we can revive the Islam of the Prophet, 
the true Islam, 


[Question] There is a series of contradictions between the economic require- 
ments and the cultural conditions of development which blocks development 
instead of promoting it. 


[Answer] Neglecting culture is one of the greatest signs of underdevelopment; 
I will tell you that culture is the basis for all economic and social develop- 
ment. Social progress cannot be conceived of unless culture finds a very 
significant basis in this development. Let us go back to history: I believe 
we can correctly say that the French Revolution did not find its foundation 

in society until the Third Republic, in other words, as of the moment when

France realized the importance of culture. The "founding" phenomenon--I am 
speaking of the founding pehnomenon because not only did it play an important 
role in education, but also on the social level--was practically a pillar of 
the Commune. It was beginning with the Third Republic that scholarly insti- 
tutions, libraries and cultural centers in general began to play an important 
role in social life, to radiate from it, and that the principles of law and 
the principles affirmed by the Revolution in general were established in 
people's minds. Obviously, I will not say that the Revolution did not find 
concrete application until 1975. Of course, Jean Jacques Rousseau, 
Montesquieu, etc., certainly made progress; I simple mean that it was culture 
which was at the basis of promoting the intellect, while the Revolution was 
preceded by the activity of some 18th century philosophers who, in fact, were 
only established in the minds of the people as of the time when culture 
assumed an important place in social life and when the importance of culture 
for development in general was realized. 


[Question] The Europe that you just mentioned, Mr Minister, had its century 
of enlightenment; when is ours? 


[Answer] It has certainly already begun some time ago; I will say more than 
50 years ago. This dates it from the beginning of the century. The progress 
of societies is not measured in years; it is measured in decades. In the 
Maghreb countries, it began on the day when our leaders understood that 
cultural develupment must constitute the foundation of the national movement. 
Look what happened in Morocco and in Tunisia: The national movement did not 
begin in the streets; it began at the university. It was the academics who 
led the movement. Of course they gave it a social foundation, and in that 
they were intelligent and clearsighted. We can say this of the Moroccan 
national movement and the Tunisian mational movement, but I believe that our 
leaders have grasped the idea that it is actually necessary to develop culture 
within society. Our movements have established arts centers which do not 
have the interpretation given to them today. In fact, they have fostered 
books and reading, and not just in scholarly and university environments, but 
aiso in popular circles in various forms: newspapers, magazines, books, and 
courses and conferences which are given in the mosques almost every day. 

The mosques are nothing but centers of culture. The mosque was established 
for prayer in the Islamic tradition, but it is also established as a center 
of culture and of thought. 


[Question] But, culture does not always have the resources for its breadth, 
its diversity, and its expression. 


[Answer] I believe that i. indeed cannot be denied that culture has not yet 
found a large place in national budgets; this is undeniable, it must be 
recognized and our economic and social system should be rethought on a 
budgetary level to give culture the place that it deserves. If we simply 
must make an excuse, I believe that it will be found in the economic crisis 
that the world is experiencing and that we are experiencing in our countries 
consequently. A large share of the budget goes to economic and social 
projects, but if we measure all the importance that our national budgets give 
to education, we can fairly evaluate the importance that we are at least 
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indirectly giving to culture despite everything. On the budgetary level, the 
Ministry of Education is certainly by far the most important ministry and the 
heaviest burden for the state budget. Of course, this is not wasted money 
because we are preparing citizens and at the same time we are giving the 
citizership an important cultural value by educating the student at the 
primary, secondary, and then the higher educational levels. 


The educational systems in many countries of the industrialized world are 
based much more on teaching in the strictest sense than on education and 
culture, and the activity of the Ministry of Culture is fortunately going to 
complement the activity of the Ministry of Education. This is why there is 
no reason not to give the Ministry of Culture the same importance as the 
Ministry of Education, as the two activities complement each other. The 
school did indeed play this role. There was certainly a very significant 
diffusion of culture from the school which has diminished because technical 
training has taken on primary importance in the programs: education and 
culture must be taken as a whole and culture must be given the resources 
required for man to blossom out, a factor which is necessary for total devel- 
opment. Despite the efforts that governments are making to give culture the 
place and the resources that it deserves, they remain insufficient. 


Alongside the school, the essential element, culture can fulfill an irre- 
placeable mission, that of assuring continuing and upward-moving education. 


[Question] Mr Minister, you have spoken of culture as a factor in man's 
advancement; what about the Maghreb man who lives with his social, political, 
economic and cultural contradictions? 


[Answer] Our cultural and scientific history proves that Arab culture and 
the sciences only advanced in our region once the citizen was in complete 
possession of the Arab language, a necessary condition to which foreign 
languages are added for enrichment, 


Even if history does not repeat itself in exactly the same manner, it is 
essential to learn from it. 


The Arabic language deserves all our attention and our unremitting efforts. 
It is a matter of our existence, of our independent cultural and scientific 
identity; but we must open wide the doors to the African, Asian and European 
worlds to instill other cultures into our own, to assure the diffusion of 
Arab culture in all its forms, and to enable not only the transfer, but also 
the mastery of technology. 


[Question] Mr Minister, you mentioned a serious problem, that of the transfer 
of technology. At present we are totally passive witnesses to a condition 
in which we are just consumers. 


[Answer] It is true that we are consumers, It is necessary to do more than 
master technology in order to be able to make a positive contribution to the 
progress of mankind. This will be possible when awareness of our identity 
is keen and we have the desire to develop the research sector in a rigorous 








and scientific manner. The essence of a nation would be to adapt imported 
technology to the social and economic requirements of the country's reality. 


It is also necessary to hasten the return of the Arab scientists and techni- 
clans scattered throughout the world and to assure them all the necessary 


conditions for the rational and continuous work without which no progress 
will be made. 


The rich countries in the Arab world have understood this necessity well. 
They are now establishing well-equipped and high-level universities and re- 
search centers. 


[Question] Morocco has its cultural advances, its achievements, but also 
its great questions? 


[Answer] Our cultural policy in Morocco at present is based above all on a 
key idea which is that no economic and social development can be assured 
without promoting culture. We are organizing our cultural activities as a 
function of this basic principle. 


If we must count the centuries starting with the Hegira, we are nevertheless 
in our 25th century, and this is not the history of a life without technology, 
without science, without culture--to the contrary, our countries experienced 
extraordinary intellectual growth. We didn't get Andalucia for nothing! 
Didn't we reach Europe and Asia with our sciences! With the geography, 
medicine, and Greek geometry that we developed, and the algebra that we 
invented, the Arab nations in general and the Maghreb countries in particular 
have their part in world history and their heritage in contemporary civiliza- 
tion, 


[Question] But what is missing, Mr Minister, to have another "Andalucia of 
the mind" now? 


[Answer] I believe that throughout history, our strength was that we had 
based our civilization on science and culture. It would simply be necessary 
to repeat what we have done in the past; in other words, to give culture a 
place in the forefront of economic and social development. This is what we 
are in the process of doing, but nevertheless this effort must be strengthened 
and young people must be directed toward the arts centers and libraries 

rather than being left to themselves. We need to make a considerable effort 
in this area. It is absolutely necessary that when the citizen leaves home, 
or leaves school at no matter what age, he finds an intellectual refuge in 

the cultural centers. I am convinced that education itself will benefit from 
such a system; in other words, that we will have much higher rates of success 
than we do now. What precisely assures success in American and European 
schools? It is the methodology, of course, the professor, and also the 
cultural institutions, in other words the places where the child's person- 
ality, or the personality of the citizen in general, can unfold, thrive, and 
develop. So you see that once more culture has become an essential complement 
to man's education. 
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[Question] Mr Minister, aside from the structures which it would indeed be 
necessary to establish to complete the education of nations, not all politi- 
cians are men of culture. And you are aware of the importance of politics 
in a country with almost exclusive responsibility for the decision of a 
particular project. 


[Answer] It indeed happens that some officials have a rather limited view- 
point, because it is sectorial, or because their professional bias logically 
insists that one sector receive much more attention than another. 


Besides, in the current state of our system of education and training, you 
cannot be anything but a specialist; you cannot embrace all knowledge. 


When you are a specialist, you must keep the entire picture of human life in 
mind. Besides, can you place yourself within this picture which is, to a 
certain extent, the framework of social life, without having a general, over- 
all view? You do not examine or evaluate a painting point by point! First 
of all you begin by making an overall evaluation. It is precisely this 
overall view which gives us an idea of the picture so that we can study the 
specifics, the detail. 


Besides, I believe that this is no longer a problem at the government level. 
We are in the process of living this last quarter of the century among men 
who have realized the seriousness and the importance of cultural problems. 


[Question] Economically, the Maghreb today is in a transitory industrial 
development stage. But ahead of us, Europe and America, the examples we 
are following, are in the post-industrial stage. 


Are we going to content ourselves with simply tagging along? 


[Answer] I believe that above all--and this is very important on the tech- 
nological and economic levels--it is essential to have a clear idea of the 
shape of society in the year 2000. From this clear vision we can make our 
technological choices and draft a program of priorities; choices in the 
process we must follow to reach precisely a particular level of technology. 
We can certainly skip steps as long as we have acquired a particular tech- 
nology, but in certain areas it is absolutely necessary to follow the normal 
process of development. 


In certain areas the route is rather long--it is what it is, it must be °: 
followed. In other sectors we can of course directly reach the conclusion, 
the basics, the result. And, I will also say to you, in the area of basic 
research, can we do anything else as long as we can obtain the results of 
others? Can we do anything else than precisely to take the results of other 
laboratories, thus saving time. This enables us to do applied research 
immediately based on the results acquired, We must not entertain any illu- 
sions. We do not have the financial resources to perform all the basic re- 
search that the others have already done; and I am not saying that this is 
not necessary--it is important, but let us do a part which adds to universal 
knowledge. The needs of our societies on the economic and social levels are 





such that now we must concentrate very seriously on applied research to 
assure the most rapid economic and social development possible. 


It would also be necessary to recover the technologies which we discovered 
long before Europe and to adapt them to scientific requirements. Besides, 
what constitutes Japan's genius is a spirit of creativity and a mastery of 
technology. With limited resources the Japanese people have been able to 
produce important items which have made industry boom. This points to a 
basic problem: the problem of culture. Cultural centers must be actual 
laboratories; the centers must be opened to young people; they must be given 
the chance to work with electronics, chemistry, physics, and astronomy. 


In these select places, there is nothing but the ferment of poetic and 
literary creativity. 


It is becoming more and more difficult to separate the scientific mind from 
the artistic mind. Even in painting modern techniques have become very 
important. There are now special products for painting which we must be 
aware of and try to find among our local products, which can be adapted to 
this current artistic life. This is how the cultural center can be an 
actual workshop in the service of art. 


[Question] We are in a century when rights are being asserted. The right to 
a cultural identity seems to be the most passionately demanded and the most 
legitimate. 


How is this awakening explained? 


[Answer] When we speak of seeking an identity, it does not mean that it does 
not exist or did not exist. 


This cultural identity that we are claiming is distinct from foreign concepts 
inherited from the colonial educational system and a foreign civilization 
with which we of course have points in common, but with which we also have 
differences. 


We must place our cultural identity within the context of a world society 
and see that it is very clear both to us and to others. 


We cannot be someone else. 


You cannot substitute one civilization for another, even if some borrowing 
and some marriages prove to be necessary. 


Besides, we are witnessing a spontaneous awareness of their identity by the 
young people despite all the attractions of Europe and European and American 
civilization. An awareness conveyed in study, research, art work, and a 
return to roots which is far from an addiction to the past. 


[Question] Mr Minister, you are a man of culture, but also a politician. 
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[Answer] Is politics anything else than the effort a man, a group, or a 
party makes to realize an ideal within society? 


A man of culture also works toward an ideal, believes in his country's 
cultural identity and trys to make it as clear as possible in political 
projects and international cultural plans. 


This is a very happy marriage. 


Political borders no longer have the same meaning that they had in the 18th 
century, or even at the beginning of this century. 


To pose the question of cultural identity is to pose the political question 
of independence. 


[Question] In the age of communications, the future is in regional groups. 
What about the Maghreb? 


[Answer] The Maghreb forms a part of the regional groups which are taking 
shape throughout the world. I believe that it is necessary to present your- 
self as a strong and united group on the international scene. The Maghreb 

is a historical reality. If we look at relations between Tunisia and Morocco, 
they date back to the lst century of the Hegira between Cairouan and Fez. 

They have continued uninterrupted to this day. 


The tone of cultural relations bears full weight in political relations. 
When there is no cultural sense of community, a political or economic 
community cannot be created. It is impossible. 


[Question] Tunisia and Morocco are more than a community in spirit. You 
have just signed a cultural agreement. Can you tell us its terms? 


[Answer] Yes, Tunisia and Morocco are forming a community of spirit and of 
culture. Our viewpoints coincide, both on the level of overall cultural 
perception and on the level of relations between our two brothers countries. 


To strengthen this already excellent environment, we have decided to pool 
our cultural heritage. Thus, we are proceeding with a gradual exchange of 
our respective cultural documents (ancient works, manuscripts, etc.) which 
will form a common basis for documentation in the two countries. 


Despite their importance and the value of their events, it seems to us that 
the culture weeks are too far apart, creating a void which we felt it was 
essential to fill in order to increase continuing activities in the form of 
conferences, exchanges of lecturers and men of science and letters, joint 
publications, etc., in order to continue to work toward the very auspicious 
meeting of minds. 


In this effort, books can and must serve as the constant presence of a con- 
tinuously renewed cooperation, continuously enriched by contacts, meetings 
and exchanges. We are in the process of examining better methods to assure 
distribution of Tunisian books in Morocco and vice versa so that the cultural 
community shall become a living and tangible reality.

FRENCH COMPANIES ENCOUNTERING INCREASING FOREIGN COMPETITION

ism, by Eric Lecourt; date and place not specified] 


[Text] The largest Moroccan industrial contract--.2 billion 
francs to construct 10 sulfuric acid production units--won 
by a Spanish-Japanese consortium (Focoex and Mitsui) at the 
expense of Heurtey and Spie-Batignolles; Fives-Cail-Babock 
beaten by Mitsubishi for construction of a sugar refinery. 
Has France been shut out of future Moroccan development 
projects? Azzedine Guessous replies. 


[Question] Morocco has to deal with a delicate economic situation and has 
some difficult financial obligations. What industrial policy will be applied 
to resolve these difficulties? 


[Answer] Morocco, like many other developing countries which are not oil 
producers, is indeed feeling the effects of the world economic crisis. How- 
ever, 3 consecutive years of rain shortage and certainly the burdens inposed 
by defense needs have also been a considerable strain on our economy. We 
are aware that we can only achieve progress by introducing an economic and 
industrial policy which aims at steady improvement in our trade balance. In 
the industrial area, this can be done through developing our exports and 
promoting investment. 


Significant measures have already been taken to stimulate and support our 
exports (streamlining of export procedures, export credits, export insurance, 
organization of trade weeks in other countries, participation in specialized 
fairs and exhibitions, etc.). 


we are also instituting a bold industrial investment policy aimed both at 
directing local savings into productive sectors and providing unrestricted 
opportunity for foreign investment. To this end, the new investment code now 
being studied by the assembly provides for elimination of any condition of 
Moroccan identity in granting benefits, and authorizes automatic transfer 
without limitations of dividends and yields from invested capital transfers. 
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Two sectors are receiving particular attention: the agro-food sector, which 

has great potential, particularly in the irrigated areas, and the mechanical 

engineering, metallurgical, and electrical industries, where local production 
covers only 15 percent of requirements. 


[Question] Do you feel that the French Government's current policy toward the 
Maghreb runs the risk of affecting trade relations between your country and 
France? 


[Answer] We have never perceived in statements by French Government leaders 
any indications to confirm any fundamental change in attitude toward Morocco. 
Thus, we strongly believe in the continuity of our political and economic 
relations with France, considering the scope and multiplicity of interests 
involved. I, myself, therefore do not see any reason why there should be 
any change in Franco-Moroccan trade relations. 


[Question] French companies recently failed to win a number of contracts. 
Do you see in this merely a decline in the competitiveness of our industry? 


[Answer] To my knowledge, only one major contract has recently been lost by 
French companies: the surfuric acid complex project that was won by a 
Spanish-Japanese consortium which offered better price and financing terms. 
Thus far, the Moroccan subcontractors had prepared the most thorough estimates 
for the French companies, knowing that they had a better chance of winning 

the contracts. To deal with this situation, France's competitors had to win 
two or three major deals, even at the cost of a break-even agreement. This 

is the price for gaining credibility with our subcontractors. 


Already, the Japanese and Spanish are learning about the local subcontracting 
costs and will know how to incorporate the facts about the Moroccan economy 
into their bids. Like the French, they are now playing the card of local 
integration, and their proposals are bec ning more and more attractive, 


[Question] Japanese, American, and Spanish businessmen come to Morocco. Are 
they more perceptive, better businessmen than the French? 


[Answer] Morocco, for language and cultural reasons, prefers generally to 
deal with French companies, as long as they are competitive. I do not believe 
that French businessmen have any handicap with respect to their counterparts 
from other industrialized countries, in any case not in Morocco, to the 
contrary. However, they must be more imaginative, and not be content to 
simply export their products and services. It is up to them to play the card 
of industrial cooperation and to bring the national economy into greater 
participation. In our country they benefit from all the reception facilities 
to enable them to locate permanently without any difficulty. 


[Question] Is it true that Morocco wants to diversify its trade partners? 
Which do you regard as the trade partners of the future? 


[Answer] Ever since independence, Morocco has always aimed at diversifying 
its trading partners. This has been a permanent feature of our foreign trade 





policy for almost 25 years. Moreover, this diversification is always accom- 
panied by a strengthening and further development of the relations with our 
traditional partners, as part of expansion of our trade. Also, the persisting 
negative foreign trade balance compels us to increase vol:me of exports and 

to therefore, at the same time to obtain our imports from countries which 
impose the least protectionism in respect to our products. 
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
